I  here^/ith  submit   the  annual  report   of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ]936.     The  vrork  of  each  Bureau  is 
reported  separately  and  in  detail,   and  I  respectfully  call  these 
to  your  attention. 

The  year  has  been  principally  distinguished  as  in 
all  States,   by  the  addition  of  Social  Security  funds  to  the  regular 
bud':^et-     Throufrh  the  use  of  these  funds,  we  have  been  able  to  estab- 
lish several  new  tnd  much  needed  services,   nauely  a  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  Control,   a  Bureau  of  Dental  Health,   a  Bureau  of  Local 
and  County  Health  work,   a  Bureau  of  Matenial  and  Child  Health,  and  a 

Bureau  of  Public  Health  Education, 

t- 

Particular  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the   establish- 
ment of  local  health  work.      During  1936,   eight  full-time   coimty  health 
units  v;ere   foimed.     Fin?:jici8l  assistance  for  those  units  came  from 
Federal,    State,    r-ud  County  funds. 

Through  two  l^/PA  grants  and   a  cpecial  grant  from  the 
State  Legislature,   two  additions  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Board  in 
Jackscnville  were  made  possible.     The  first  addition  which  will  pro- 
vide needed  spjco  for  the  Central  Laboratory,   and  also  an  auditorium 
or  meeting  room  ^ot  the  use   of  public  health,  medical  and  dent.al  meet- 
ings, will  be   conpl<:tea  early  in  1937.     The  second  addition,   which  will 
hous^  the  Bureau  of  Vital  St ::ti sties,   for  r^aiiy  years   occupying  rented 
quarters  in  a  downtown  building,  will  be  completed  during  1937  or  early 
in  1938, 

The  prOf^roLi  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  larger  and 
more  ad:qu-ite  to  the  needs  of  Florida  than  has  been  possible   for  a 
number  of  years,   due  to  the  assist -once   from  the  Fcdf  ral  Govcrnraont.     We 
look  fon/ard   to  a  continuous  expansion  of  public  health  v/ork,  with  the 
ideal  of  local  health  sorrice   available  to  c^cry  section  of  Florida,

Each  laboratory  test  made  requires  the  use  of  from  one  to  ten 
pieces  of  glassware  which  must  be  washed  and  Etorilized  before  using. 

72,123  llahn  tents  wore  made  in  the  laboratory  durin^'  tlie  j'-ear 
1936.       Each  test  required  5  tubes  nnd  2  pipettes,   a  total  of  350,615  tubes  and 
142,246  pipettes. 

Throat  STjocimens  for  Diphtheria  also  requires  the  unc  of  tubes, 
8005  of  these  tests  were  made,   using  one  tube  for  the  swabs  and  one  tube  of 
media,   or  a  total  of  16010  tubes. 

3303  tests  of  nilk  ?/ere  made.       Each  sample   requires  the  use  of 
ten  pieces  of  .-uassware.       This  meant  the  preparation  of  35030  pieccc  of  glass- 
ware for  this  work. 

Typhoid  and  other  agglutination  tests  require  both  slides  end 
tubos,       19,436  of  those  tests  were  made  and  15,166  malaria  tents  were  made  each 
requiring  the  use  of  one  or  more  slides.       IvI-'-jiy  other  examinations  v/ere  made  all 
requiring  slides  and  tubes. 

239  anl''io.ln  were  exairo.nod  for  Rabies.       The  heads  of  these  animals 
wore  all  opened  fmd  propai'ed  for  cxaiaination  by  thiij  departme.nt. 

All  media  used   in  the  laboratory  and  Sanitation  Department  and  for 
the  four  branch  laboratories   is  made    in  this  department   nnd  pari    of  the  ppecimon 
containers  for  use  by  the  branch  lai'oratorioo  are  assom.bled  here  and  shipped  to 
them  for  distribution  in  their  territory.

A  single  sample  of  water  requires  eleven  pieces  of  glassware 
during  process  of  cxardnaticn  and  -when  it  is  realized  that  4728  saicplos  of  water 
were  received  during  the  yoar,  unpacked  pnd  delivered  to  the  Bureau  of 
Sanitation,  and  glassware  to  handle  the  tests  were  sterilized  and  sent  to  the 
Bureau,  it  rrill  bo  seen  that  52,008  pieces  of  glassvjarfi  were  necessary  for  such 
tests  and  this  office  is  rospunsible  for  the  preparntion  of  sair.e. 

During  the  quarterly  sample  months  -  February,  May,  August  and 
November,  considerable  time  is  required  to  care  for  saraple  boxes  received  by 
Express  and  arrangement  for  their  repacking  with  bottles  for  shipment  the 
follo77ing  day.

This  departnont  helps  to  make  it  pcssible  for  the  Laboratory  and 
Sanitation  department  tc  make  oxami.iatipns  en  specimens  anc   reports  prcraptly. 
A  delay  in  material  or  media  .70uld  mean  a  del^-^y  in  examination.       Sterilization 
of  Laboratory  material  plays  a  very  impcrtrnt  part   in  making  laboratory  tests. 

This  department   is  responsible  for  cleaning  and  minor  repairs  to 
the   building,   care  of  grounas  and  Guinea  Pigs,  responsible  for  Express,  Freight 
and  mail,    in-coming  and  out -going,  keeping  records  rn  all  shipments  and  on 
material  that  is  received  for  the  State  Borrd  of  Health  so  bills   can  be  checked 
by  Auditor's  office.

In  August  1936  an   invest! gE.t  ion  was  made  by  Dr.    John  Phoir,    of    on  epidemic 
of  typhus  fever   in  Taylor   County  at  Perry. 

During  the  month    of  August,  Mr.    B.   E.    Holsendcrf,    of  the  United  St--tes 
Public  Health  Service,    spcn^     two  weeks   in  Florida  investigating  rat 
harborage  t.nd    stressing   the   value    oi'  rr.tproofing.      He   surveyed  conditions 
in  Jackscnvillo,   Tallahassee,   Pen  sacola,    Tampa,   Marianna,   Quincy  and  other 
points  v/hcrc   typhus  fever  had  occurred. 

During   the  month  of  September    1936,   Dr.   J.    S,    Spoto,   acting  as  a   special^ 
representative   of  the   Bureau  of   Epidemiology,    investigated   on  epidorriic   of 
poliomyelitis   in  Brevard   and  Volusia  counties.      He  found  by   c.  tJiorough 
check  that  there  v.nere   approxiiaately  fourteen  c.iscs  of  poliomyelitis  within 
that  aroa  ond   that  anly  three    or  four  had  been  previously   reported   to 
the   department. 

As  the    area  cova-ed  by  the  district  health  officer  is   so  vast   it   is   obvious^ 
that   it  \TOuld   be   inpos  siblc  frr   him  to  invcstigr.te  every  case   of   communicable 
disease   in  the   area  even  if   it  was   reported,   haT,7ever,    investigations  have 
shown  that   reporting  in  counties  vathout  full  time  health   service   is   indeed 
very   lax. 

During  this  period  the  Morbidity  Repcrt  v;as   changed   listing  the  counties 
and  cities  vdth  full  time  health   scn,'ice    separate  from  these  v.'itliout  full 
tirrio  health   service.      The  reporting  efficiency  of  those   counties  with   i\ill 
time  lierJth    service   contrasted  vath  the   counties  vdth  out   lAill  tine  health 
service   is  indeed  as   interesting  comparison  and   leads   one  to  believe    ^hat 
reports  from  counties  without  full  time   service  are  hardly  v^Drth  #iilv;o 
A   copy  of  one    of  the  morbidity  reports  is   reproduced. 

It  has   long  been  recognized  that  the  disease  rate   apparently  increases   for 
the  first  few  months  after   the  health   unit  is   installed.      It  would   indeed 
be   a  false   impression  for  anyone  tc  think  that  there  was  actually  more 
disease   in  such  a  co-unty,    the   truth   being  that  the    diseases  are   simply 
reported,    located,   recognized  end   an  elYcrt  at   control   instituted.      The 
counties  not  having  full  time  health  units  as  a  rule  are  woefully  Inx  in 
reporting.      It  i s  veiy  difficult  to  get  a  true  picture  cf  existing 
conditions.      The  great  majority  of  the  diseases   listed  on  the  morbidity 
report  from  ttese  counties  have   beoi   taken  fron  the  Irb-ratory  report. 


The  usual  history  follcvfing  the    inauguration  of   full  time  health   service  has 
been  a  nr.rked   increase   in  disease   at  first,    due   entirely  to  more   accurate 
reporting,    followed  later  by  a  reduction   in  disease   incidence   due  to 
proper   control  measures.

^he  marifost  need  for  an  official  body  to  deal  v/ith  the  freat  problem 
of  the  r^rev^ntion  and  control  of  tuberculosis  was  a  deciding  factor  in  the  crea- 
tion of"  the  Division  of  Tuberculosis.  This  department  became  active  m  October 
1936. 

The  activities  of  this  department  were  directed  tovrards  establishing   ^ 
a  svstematic  and  centralized  intensification  of  efforts  to  reduce  the  tubcrculo- 
sis'mcrtalit-  and  morbidity  rates  and  prevent  the  continued  spread  of  the  disease. 
This'  de^artnint  formulated  a  state-vdde  program  vrhich  was  ap-roved  by  the  Statfe 
Rfedicrl' Association,  state  educational  authorities.  State  Radiological  Society, 
and  the  State  T^oard  of  Health. 

tjn  cxtcnsWe  publicit-  cojuoaign  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quainting the  layperson,  professional  groups,  and  interested  organizations  vnth 
the  need  'and  value  of  the  program. 

The  fe-turo  of  the  prop;rarA  which  ^vas  especially  stressed  consisted  of 
a  school  prornum  for  finding  cases  of  tuberculosis  am.ong  children  in  the  later 
teen  age  and'for  tracing  the  source  of  the  infection  in  the  family.   In  addition 
to  this  feature,  opportunity  was  afforded  each  county  to  include  m  this  invest- 
igation its  indigent  contacts  and  suspected  cases. 

The  essential  air.  of  the  program  is  to  assist  the  local  physician  in 
arriving  at  an  early  diarnosis  of  the  disease  by  the  use  of  modern  fac:litics, 
that  is^,'  the  tuberculin  test  and  X-ray  Field  Unit.  This  serves  a  manifold  pur- 
pose, tvro  of  which  arc  of  groat  im.portanco: 

1.  Finding  the  casn  at  such  an  early  stage  vfhen  the  chances  for 
spread  of  the  disease  arc  at  a  mdnimum.. 

2,  Arriving  at  an  ;iarl^'  dia-^rnosis,  wiiich  increases  the  infected 
individual's  chance  for  pcrmo.nont  cure  of  his  condition. 

Investigation  of  the  school  and  contact  groups  is  to  be  done  by  means 
of  the  tuberculin  tect  and  the  X-ray  of  all  positive  reactors.  The  program  con- 
siders the  counties  as  separate  entities  and  is  to  be  inaugurated  into  a  county 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  locnl  medical  society. 

This  program  brings  the  family  physician  who  is  named  by  the  family 
of  the  child  or  contact  directlv  into  the  control  program.  All  the  reports  of 
our  findings  vdll  be  sent  to  him.  The  family  physician  will  keep  the  possible 
case  under" observation  and  vill  examine  the  other  mer.bers  of  the  family  in  an 
endeavor  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection. 

Pamphlets  were  sent  to  the  schools,  health  officers,  nurses,  interested 
organizations  and  ph-sicians  throughout  the  Stntc.  Lectures  and  addresses  were 
given  to  various  groups.  Records  of  the  results  of  the  progrfim  vrill  be  filed  and 
illustrated  by  graphs  raid  ma.ps.

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BUHEAU  OF  SANITATION 
Fred  A.  Safay,  Director 
—INTRODUCTION— 

The  purpose  of  the  Bureau  of  Sanitation  is  to  assist  cities,  towns 
and  individuals  in  matters  pertaining  to  sanitation  vrtiich  are  non-medical 
in  character.  Work  of  the  Bureau  is  concerned  mainly  with  certain  dis- 
eases which  may  be  prevented  through  proper  control  of  sanitary  environ- 
ment. 

Activities  of  the  Bureau  have  steadily  increased  from  year  to  y^T 
with  increased  population  and,  as  new  industries  bringing  with  than 
additional  sanitary  problems,  have  appeared, 

PERSONNEL 

Personnel  of  the  Bureau  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  consietod  of  a 
Director,  AssisttJit  Director,  Socrotary  and  five  District  Sanitary  Officers. 
To  effectively  handle  the  work  in  the  State,  it  has  been  divided  into  five 
districts  by  the  Bureau  and  a  Sanitary  Officer  assigned  to  each  of  the  five 
districts.  This  procedure  continued  for  several  years  but  during  the  early 
part  of  1936  in  an  effort  to  centralize  the  work,  the  original  districts 
of  the  Bureau  were  changed  by  an  executive  order  and  areas  or  districts  of 
the  central  organization  of  the  Board  designated  as  State  Districts  and 
the  District  Sanitary  Officers  of  the  Bureau  working  out  of  these  Districts. 
This  procedure  was  followed  throughout  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  r'^gulcj  personnel  of  the  Bureau,  Special  Supervisors 
and  Inspectors  made  available  through  Federal  funds,  were  detailed  to  the 
Bureau  and  operated  under  itcj  supervision.  Following  is  listed  additional 
personnel  made  available  during  the  year: 

On  January  23,  Mr.  Oeorgc  F.  Catlett,  was  appointed  Assistant  State 
Director  on  Malaria  and  Mosquito  Control  -  Community  Sanitation,  with  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service,  also  to  act  as  Sanitary  Engineer  for  the  State 
Board  of  Hoolth.  Under  this  position  all  activities  of  a  strictly  engin- 
eering nature  were  handled  by  Mr.  Catlett  and  his  activities  along  those 
lines  will  form  a  part  of  this  report. 

During  the  period  from  April  first  to  July  first  five  Special  In- 
spectors were  engaged  on  special  school  inspections. 

On  June  first.  Doctor  A,  H.  Williamson  was  appointed  State  Dairy 
Supervisor  by  the  Board,  and,  working  out  of  this  office,  Doctor  Williamson 
began  his  duties  concerning  the  passage  and  enforcement  of  the  Standard 
Milk  Ordinance  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  which  in  1932  was  adopt- 
ed as  a  model  by  the  Board.  The  work  of  Doctor  Williamson  will  be  shown 
under  Dairy  Sanitation  as  presented  in  this  report.

Tr,  fTior-idn  by  virtue  of  State  Statute,  the  State  Board  of  Health  is 
the  governmental  agency  having  control  of  and  supervision  over  all  public

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watar  supplies  and  the  division  of  the  Board  delegated  to  carry  out 
this  statute  is  the  Bureau  of  Sanitation. 

Every  citizen  should  have  at  his  disposal  a  hygenically  safe  v/ater 
supply  for  domestic  consumption.  The  necessity  for  a  safe  water  supply 
from  a  public  health  standpoint  makes  it  imperative  aiiplo  supervision 
over  the  public  supplies  be  provided  to  insure  their  safety.  Realizing 
this  the  Bureau  endeavors  at  all  times  to  keep  an  ever-watchful  eye  on 
the  sanitary  quality  of  all  water  supplies  in  the  State. 

Initially  pure  well  wrter  supplies  are  often  contaminated  by  im-' 
proper  storage  in  leaky  or  uncovered  reservoirs,  uncovered  standpipes, 
loaky  mains,  by-passes,  dual  or  cro&s-connections,  etc.  These  and  many 
other  problems  are  those  v/ith  which  the  Bureau  personnel  is  confronted. 
Supervision  of  the  treated  surface  supplies  is  likewise  necessary  to 
insure  proper  protection  of  the  source,  plant  operation  and  handling 
of  the  treated  water.  The  use  of  surface  water  from  lakes,  rivors, 
and  shallow  wells  is  becoming  more  cjid  more  prevalent  as  increased  draft 
upon  the  deep  wells  have  rendered  them  unfit  for  use  because  of  water 
shortage  and  objectionable  chemical  quality. 

In  connection  with  water  works  supervision,  the  Bureau: 

1,  Arranges  for  collection  and  submission  to  the  Laboratory 
of  samples  from  all  public  v/ater  supplies,  and  the 
bacteriological  excninntion  of  same. 

2,  Revievfs  and  passes  upon  plans  for  new  or  improvement  to 
old  wf.ter  v;orks  plants. 

3,  Makes  regular  routine  inspection  of  all  plants,  follcw-up 
invest  ligations  necessc.ry  when  samples  submitted  give  poor 
rjsults,  advise  re  sturilization  cf  new  water  mains,  etc. 


Continuing  the  water  plant  improvement  woi^  made  possible  with 
assistance  of  Federal  funds  during  1934-35,  the  work  during  1936  pro- 
gressed in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  In  aficord  with  P.W.A.  ruling, 
as  well  as  State  Board  of  Health  requirement,  plans  and  specifications 
of  all  of  these  projects  were  submitted  to  the  Bureau  for  review  and 
approval.  The  cooperation  of  the  State  P.W.A.  office  and  the  local 
city  engineers  in  this  matter  ivas  greatly  appreciated.  All  plans  sub- 
mitted were  reviewed  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  woric  was  in  progress 
at  the  following  places:

Certification  To  The  Treasury  Department 

Certification  of  water  to  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  is  an  Im- 
portant Bureau  function.  This  service  necessitates  investigations 
relative  to  water  supplies  used  for  drinking  and  culinary  purposes  on 
interstate  carriers  -  trains,  vessels,  airplanes. 

In  connection  with  this  work  water  supplies  at  the  following  points

WATER  LABORATORY 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Bureau  as  c  division  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  1916,  the  water  laboratory  has  been  operated  by  the  Bureau. 
Hatjr  samples  are  jubmitted  by  individuals  and  municipalities  for  bacteri- 
ological examination  and  the  results  are  reported  diructly  to  those  sub- 
mitting the  samples.  Routine  Laboratory  procedure  is  satisfactory  when 
samples  examined  indicate  a  water  of  good  sanitary  quality,  but  when 
laboratory  tests  question  tho  quality  of  water  it  becomes  necessary  to 
have  the  physical  surroundings  of  the  water  supply  invest igr^ted  and  co- 
ordinated with  the  findings  of  the  laboratory.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
the  Bureau  operates  the  laboratory  handling  wat>.r  samples  ,  thus  giving  one 
department  complete  control  over  the  natter  of  water  supply  quality.

For  rural  areas  where   it  is  ipipossibio  to  use   septic  tank  disposal, 
sanitary,   fly-proof  privies  of  a  design  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  must  bu   installed. 

Through  Community  Sanitation  Projectrj  under  the  Federal  Government, 
durirg  the"  last  few  years  many  now  ^rivy  instcllations  have   been  made  at 
homes  thro^jghout  the  State.     As  a  part  of  community  cleanup  campaigns  and 
in  connection  with  property  inspections  thu  Bureau  personnel  has  been 
instrum^jntal  in  getting  sanitary  privies  installed. 

Printed  literature  concerning  approved  type  of  privies  and  septic 
tanks  arc  distributed  by  the  Bureau  through  the  mails  and  by  the  field 
force.

Assumed  duties  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  on  June  first,  1936, 
After  having  the  -61icies  of  the  Board  outlined  by  Doctor  McPhaul,  pro- 
ceeded to  Tallahassee  with  Doctor  Kennedy  and  Doctor  McPhaul  for  a  con- 
ference with  Honorable  Nathan  Mayo,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  end  his 
corps  of  Inspectors.  At  this  conference  we  came  to  some  definite  under- 
standing about  field  inspections  in  the  State  by  the  two  agencies,  viz., 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.   It 
was  agreed  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  would  work  only  with  organized 
Health  Departments  within  the  State,  and  at  the  invitation  of  the  Health 
Officer  in  the  particular  locality.  That  we  vrould  confine  our  activities 
to  advising  and  assisting,  in  other  ways,  these  Health  Officers  -  upon 
their  request  for  service  -  in  matters  pertaining  to  milk  control.  We 
agreed  further  never  to  give  a  Grade  or  issue  a  permit  to  any  dairyman 
within  the  State,  These  policies  have  been  strictly  adhered  to.  In  no 
case  have  wo  ever  gone  into  any  territory  except  upon  invitation  of  the 
Health  Officer  and  the  Health  Officer  in  every  instance  has  been  the  one 
to  give  the  Grades  and  issue  the  permits.  The  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  given  us  aid  v/herever  and  whenever  possible  and  has  shown  us  every 
courtesy  and  consideration.  Realizing  from  the  first  that  milk  control 
authority  is  vested  in  the  State  Department  of  Apiculture  we  have  been 
very  careful  not  to  recommend,  or  permit  if  possible,  anything  that  is 
contrary  to  the  zniles  and  regulations  of  the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, 

The  first  three  weeks  of  June  1935  were  spent  in  making  contacts 
and  in  getting  acquainted  with  Health  Officers  and  Official  families  of 
those  cities  wtiich  had  already  adopted  the  Public  Health  Servico  Milk 
Ordinance,  which  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  promoting  in  the  State.  Of 
the  thirty  throe  cities  which,  at  that  time,  had  adopted  the  ordinance, 
Miami  and  Coral  Gables  were  the  first  to  call  on  us  for  service.  Com- 
plete surveys  were  made  on  these  sheds  and  reports  sent  to  Washington, 
to  the  Ox'fice  of  Milk  Investigation sv^era  ratings  are  computed  by  the 
Government  and  then  returned  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  -  which  in 
turn  transmits  them  to  the  local  Health  Officers.

The  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
authority  with  its  Bmg:„  Mastitis  ar.d  tuborculosis  ?f  ^^^f  ^^^^  ^^^f 
had  a  large,  though  indirect,  effect  on  the  milk  s.onitation  Program  oi 
the  State'-  coopereting  ^dth  the  Federal  Ocvernnont,  Dr.  Knapp  and  his  men 
contributed  nany  men  and  much  money  to  eradicate  eqonomc  and  Health 
hazards  of  the  dairymen  and  consuning  public. 

Official  Surveys  were  made  in  every  instance  on  all  sheds  where  re- 
quest, were  mde  by  the  local  Health  Officers  for  ^^^\,^;f ^-^^^'^^f^ 
surv-ys  were  made,  not  even  on  Public  Health  Service  Milk  Ordinance 
sheds,  ^vithout  an  invitation  from  the  proper  authority.  We  have  en- 
deavorod,  in  every  instance,  to  suit  our  program  to  tho  wishes  and  needs 
of  the  local  Health  Control  officials  tl^roughout  the  State.  No  deviation 
has  been  or  will  be  made  from  this  policy. 

Du©  to  the  above  mentioned  policy  of  the  State  Board,  and  to  several 
other  factors,  not  all  of  the  towns  which  ori-inally  adopted  the  Public 
Health:  Service  Milk  Ordinance  received  official  ratings  from  Washington 
in  1936.  The  T^rincinal  reasons,  among  xhe  many  being  that  some  of  the  towns 
vjhich  were  supposed  to  be  operating  under  the  Public  Health  Service  Milk 
Ordinance  originally  has  changed  their  ordinances  and  are  now  operating 
under  Department  of  Agriculture  rules  and  reg'ilations  and  are  of  course 
advised  instructed  and  controlled  by  that  Department.  Others  havo  not, 
because'of  short  tenure  of  office  by  the  Health  Officer  and  other  good 
reasons  thought  it  advisable  at  this  tine  to  .leke  official  surveys  but 
havo  -lected  to  have  unofficial  surveys  r.ado  with  tho  idea  of  appraising 
the  situation  '♦as  is"  and  of  having  official  surveys  made  later.  This  is 
a  logical  and  reasonable  procedure  and  is  endorsed  by  the  State  Bcr.rd  of 
Health. 


Out  of  thn  shedr:  officially  surveyed  two  Florida  cities  were 
able  to  meet  the  high  standard  set  for  satisfactory  milk  supplies  by  the 
U.  3.  Public  Hoelth  Service  viz.  90  percent,  and  above  rating  on  sui-voys 
based- on  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  Milk  Ordinance  and  Code  of 
all  raw  and  pasteurized  milk.  Several  cities  includin-  Perry,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Marianna  and  Pompano  have  recently  adopted  the  new  Ordinance 
and  others  vrhich  had  adopted  it  but  had  never  enforced  it  have  tighten- 
ed control  and  from  c;vidence  now  in  hand  v/e  believe  there  will  be  a 
r^^pr  ^sentative  list  of  Florida  cities  in  the  next  publication  of  the  U,  S. 
Public  Health  Service  v;hich  lists  only  those  cities  and  towns  in  the 
U.S.A.  v/ith  a  90  percent  or  above  rating  on  both  raw  and  pasteurized  milk. 

The  foregoine  must  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  those  cities  in  Florida 
not  on  this  list,  have  unsatinfactory  milk  supplies.  As  a  matter  of  fret 
we  know  that  several  of  our  larger  cities  and  some  of  the  smaller  ones 
Gvon  though  they  are  operating  under  different  ordinances,  from  the  one 
we  are  promoting  in  the  State,  have  excellent  milk  supplies.  Some  of 
these  cities  would  no  doubt  get  a  high  rating  and  would  r^:;ceivo  pub- 
licity accordingly.  Not,  however,  until  requests  come  from  the  local 
Health  Officers  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  a  survey  con  official 
surveys  bo  mcuie,  for  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  .vorks  only 
through  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  State  Board  of  Health  only 
through  the  local  Health  Officers.  Very  recently  several  such  requests 
have  come  in  to  the  State  Board.  Tho  surrej'-s  have  been  made  and  the 
reports  forv/arded  to  Washington.   In  due  time  the  ratings  will  be  m«-.;de  and 
svont  out  of  Waohiiigten  t-^   the  local  HeoO.th  Officers  tlirough  the  State 
B:>ard  of  Health.  If  -"hese  ratings  are  sufficiently  high  they  will  be 
published  in  the  next  official  list.

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-  SHELLJTISH  SANITATION  - 

Continuing  v/ork  on  Shell  Fish  Sanitation  the  Bureau  personnel  con- 
ducted rater  ^)ollution  surveys  in  the  following  areas  during  1936: 


Spring  Creeki 
Apala Chi cola, 


Crystal  River 
Indian  River  County 
(Ft.  Pierce  to  Vero  Beach). 


The  Spring  Creek  survey  was  made  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  water 
in  the  creek  and  in  the  area  producing  oysters  was  being  contaminated  by 
sewage  disposal.  A  series  of  sample  collection  stations  were  established 
and  samples  of  the  creek  wr.ter  examined  over  a  period  of  several  days. 
The  results  of  the  tests,  together  with  findings  of  the  physical  survey 
indicated  that  the  Spring  Creek  area  was  free  fran  contamination  of  a 
fecal  nature  end  was  therefore  suitable  for  the  taking  of  oysters. 

Typhoid  fever  cases  in  the  Ocala  section  threw  suspicion  upon  the 
oysters  from  Crystal  River  and  upon  request  of  local  physicians  an  in- 
vestigation was  made.  This  study  made  in  cooperation  with  Dr.  John  Phair, 
Epidemiologist  of  the  Diagnostic  Laboratories  clearly  proved  that  oysters 
were  not  responsible  for  the  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  and  around 
Ocala.  Factors  brought  out  by  the  survey  were: 

1.  Location  of  oyster  bods  and  freedom  frcci  contaminating 
influences.  This  doteiriined  by  sanitary  survey  of  the 
area  and  examination  of  s-mples  of  '«vater  froiii  over  the 
beds. 

2.  Handling  of  the  oysters  in  our  certified  oyster  houses  - 
proper  methods  employed  as  to  handling  of  the  product  and 
general  sanitation  of  the  house,  vrorkers  and  equipment. 

3.  Constant  supervision  of  the  houses  end  regular  inspections 
by  representative  of  this  department. 

4.  Regular  exriiinetion  of  oysters  as  shucked  by  shuckers  in 
these  places. 

5.  Previous  examination  of  shuckers  for  health  certificates 
as  food  handlers. 

6.  That  if  oysters  from  these  Crystal  River  oyster  houses 
were  transnitting  t^/phoid  fev^r,  then  there  v/ould  have 
been  many  more  cases  and  at  other  points  in  the  State  tc 
which  these  oysters  are  shipped.  These  oysters  are 
shipped  to  all  points  in  central  and  interior  towns  in 
the  State  and  the  r*3ports  of  typhoid  do  not  tend  to 
indicate  thit  cases  developed  follov/ing  the  use  of  such 
oysters. 

During  September  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  amount  of  sewage 
pollution  in  the  Indian  River  from  Fort  Pierce  to  Vero  Beach  the  Bureau 
began  pollution  stuijy  in  that  area.  Collection  stations  were  established 
and  a  physical  survey  of  the  area  made. 


,^ 
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The  results  of  this  investigation  are  shovm  in  the  following 
recoinmendations  and  conclusions: 

1.  Tiiat  a  continued  study  of  this  area  ^^ejnade  over  an 
extended  period  to  further  determine  the  pollution 
lines  in  this  vicinity  for  future  development  of 
oyster  industry  in  this  section. 

2.  That  an  open  area  be  established  for  taking  of 
oysters  as  follows:     Area  to  be  bounded  on  the 
south  by  a  line  from  Indrio  to  Garfield  point 
along  stations  7-B-9  and  on  the  north  from  Oslo 
16  to  18  east  side  of  River. 

3.  That  said  closed  area  be  properly  posted  with 
signs  to  notify  the  public  against  tne  taking 
of  oysters  from  points  within  the  area. 

4       That  the  Conservation  Department  be  notified  of 
this  closed  area  in  order  that  they  may  have 
their  local  Inspectors  patrol  seme  and  that  any 
lenses  in  closed  areas  be  cancelled  and  no  fur- 
ther grant  for  oyster  cultivation  be  nade   m  the 
restricted  zone. 

In  an  effort  to   curb  the  sale  of  bootleg  oysters  the  Bureau  had 
printed  for  distribution,   cards  bearing  the  following:

We  further  agree  to  prev3nt,  to  the  fullest  extent  of  our 
ability,  the  furthur  use  in  the  shellfish  industry  of  oil 
oyster  containers  which  may  come  within  our  possession. 

This  sigp  is  the  property  of  and  may  be  removed  by  a 
representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  for  the 
violation  of  either  of  the  above  provisions. 
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The  cards  were  furnished  managers  of  all  chain  grocery  stores  as  well 
as  all  privately  ovmed  places  selling  oysters.  A  sheet  entitled  "Notice 
to  Retail  Oyster  Dealers",  and  concerning  the  handling  of  the  product  was 
also  published  by  the  Bureau.  Local  city  governments  assisted  the  Bureau 
in  this  matter. 

During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  control  of  the  certified  houses, 
the  District  Sanitary  Officers  spent  time  in  preventing  as  far  as  possible 
the  sale  of  oysters  from  closed  areas  and  places  without  permits  from  the 
Board, 

88  shell  and  shucked  stock  oyster  houses  were  operating  under  State 
Board  of  Health  cortif icatos  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CRAB  ivIEAT 

On  August  first  the  position  of  Crab  Meat  Inspector  vras  creatjd  and 
C.  L.  Richardson  appointed  a  representative-  of  the  Bureau  under  that  title. 
Following  a  six  weeks  training  course  with  Federal  Representatives  in  the 
States  of  Virginia,  New  York  and  New  Jersey  -  Mr.  Richardson  returned  to 
Florida  and  entered  upon  his  duties.  Rule  105-A  as  regards  Crabmeat  sani- 
tation was  the  guide  for  all  woric  undertaken.  Mr,  Richardson  took  up  the 
wo  Ik  begun  by  the  District  Sanitary  Officers  in  1935  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year  -  26  permitted  crabmoat  plants  were  operating  in  the  State  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Bureau, 

During  April  a  laboratory  survey  of  meat  put  out  by  the  certified 
houses  in  the  State  was  roade  by  the  U,  S,  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
woiking  out  of  the  Bureau  laboratory.  This  woric  had  a  direct  bearing 
upon  improvements  which  had  been  recommended  to  plant  operators, 

SVraylvIING  POOLS 

Medical  and  Sanitary  sciences  have  proven  that  bathing  places  (pools, 
springs,  lakes,  beaches,  etc,,)  arc  frequently  the  means  of  conveyance  of 
infectious  diseases  and  other  painful  physical  disturbaricos.  Swimming 
pools  improperly  cared  for  have  been  the  source  of  eye,  nose,  throat  and 
car  infections  and  bathers  v^o  have  conducted  them.selves  improperly  have 
frequently  become  infected. 


Because  of  these  facts  and  in  order  that  control  measures  might  be 
instituted  to  protect  the  bathers,  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  1919 
sponsored  a  bill  which  was  passed  by  the  legislature.  That  statute, 
known  as  Chapter  7825,  Laws  of  Florida,  No.  43,  is: 

"iiN  ACT  PROVIDING  for  the  Sanitation,  Healthfulness  and  Cleanliness 
of  Swimming  Pools,  Public  Bath  Houses,  Swimming  and  Bathing  Place 
Regulating  and  Granting  and  Revocation  of  Permits  Therefor  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  Providing  for  the  Inspection  of  Such  Places; 
declaring  Places  and  Things  in  Violation  of  This  Act  to  be 
Nuisances,  Dangerous  to  Health  and  Providing  for  the  Abatement  of 
the  Same,  making  Violations  of  This  Act  Misdemeanors;  and  Providing 
for  the  Punishment  of  the  Same". 
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This  Act  pieces  the  control  of  bathing  places  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  tLe  State  Board  of  Health.  Florida  was  the  second  State 
in  the  Union  to  hcvo  such  an  Act  passed,  r.nd  ^^'^jy/^J^^^i^Pi^'"  ;^^^' 
tation  has  assu:ied  the  proportions  of  r.  nuijor  public  health  problam. 

In  accord  with  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  Rule  No.  42  of  the 
Florida  Stcte  Board  of  Health  was  drawn  by  the  Bureau  and  passed  by 
the  Boai^d.  Under  this  Rule  all  public  suiiming  pools  and  bathing 
beaches  are  subject  to  inspection  by  Bureau  personnel,  and  as  required 
by  law,  plans  for  all  pools  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  before  con- 
straction  work  starts  r.nd  all  pool  operators  must  request  nnd  receive 
a  permit  before  attempting  to  operate  a  pool.  Pemits  are  issued  for 
operatic n  of  swinging  pools  ^en  requirements  specified  m  Rule  4<; 
have  been  complied  with.  Therefor.,  if  it  is  found  that  ^ny  P^^^^^^ 
swimming  pool  in  the  State  docs  not  have  a  pemit  issued  by  the  btate 
Board  of  Health  it  is  an  indication  that  the  pool  does  not  meet 
requirements  of  the  Board  or  is  operated  in  violation  to  State  law. 
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70  permitted  swimming  pools  were  operating  in  the  State  during 


1936. 


-  TOURIST  CAI.1P  SANITATION  - 


This  phase  of  the  work  has  increased  greatly  with  the  namber  of  trailer 
r^ars  visiting  the  State  from  the  north.  This  mode  of  travel  coupled  with 
the  re-ular  tourist  car  travel  patronizing  our  established  tourist  camps 
brings^p  the  problem  of  sanitation  as  regards  additional  camping  space  and 
provisions  for  disposal  of  wastes  from  these  trailers. 

In  nil  fairness  to  useri^  of  trailer  cars  rnd  to  the  resident  population 
of  the  State,  trailers  cannot  be  p emitted  to  camp  discriminately  on  vacant 
lots  bearhos  or  highways  without  sanitary  facilities.  This  ma-tter  is 
clearly  taken  care  of  by  State  Statute  and  State  Beard  of  Health  regu- 
lations pertaining  thereto  and  under  this  legislation  the  Bureau  conducts 
its  program  relative  to  Tourist  Camps  and  Trailers. 

During  the  1935-36  season  to  the  end  of  1936  there  were  operating  in 
the  State  313  Tourist  Camps  with  permits  issued  by  this  Bureau. 

Tv/o  special  inspectors  were  engaged  on  routine  tourist  can?)  in- 
spections during  the  early  spring- death  leaving  the  Bureau  with  only  one 
inspector  in  August, 

Summer  camps  operated  by  Boy  and  Girl  Scout  Camps,  Y.M.C.A.  and 
church  societies  wure  subject  to  regular  inspections  by  the  Bureau.  The 
matter  of  sewage  disposal  -  water  supply  and  proper  handling  and  storage 
of  foods  are  points  considered. 


-  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  - 

The  principal  work  on  Jfcsquito  Control  during  the  year  was  carried  on 
under  the  County  projucts  cooperating  with  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service, 
The  Service  furnished  Supervisors  for  these  projects  and  they  were  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  State  Chamber  of  Commerce  held  at  TtJJipa 
on  Llarch  5,  1936,  and  attended  by  interested  parties  from  all  parts  of  thy 
State  a  general  discussion  of  the  mosquito  problem  was  heard.  The 
Director  of  the  Bureau  made  a  motion  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
formulate  a  state-wide  plan  for  mosquito  control  and  eradication  and  report 
at  the  next  meeting.  This  motion  carried  and  members  of  the  comraittee  were 
Dr.  T.  S.  Kennedy,  G.  F.  Catlett  and  Dr.  W.  V.  King,  with  Dr.  W.  A.  McPhaul, 
State  Health  Officer, 

Upon  decision  of  the  Committee  un  atterpt  was  made  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  GCC  camps  and  through  theim  obtain  labor  for  necessary 
work  on  mosquito  control  projects  in  selected  areas  of  the  State, 

Though  the  committee  received  favorable  replies  frcm  the  Regional 
and  State  Forestry  Service  and  much  correspondence  was  prepared  on  the 
matter  in  an  effort  to  secure  favorable  action  from  officials  in  Washington 
to  the  end  of  the  year  little  progress  had  been  made  on  this  matter. 

-  FLORIDA  ANTI-MDSQUrrO  ASSOCIATICX^  - 

Following  a  period  of  inactivity  extending  from  the  1932  annual  meet- 
ing in  Clearwater  on  March  14,  and  15,  the  Florida  Anti  Mosquito  Association 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Officers  and  Executive  Board,  hold  a  ono  day  session 
at  Orlando  on  May  first,  1936, 

A  roll  call  of  menbers  indicated  an  attendance  of  56,  v/hich  represented 
sections  of  the  State  from  Panama  City  to  Miami.  No  specific,  set  nrogram  . 
was  arranged  for  this  meeting  it  being  deemed  advisable  to  throw  the  session 
open  for  general  discussion  concerning  ways  and  means  whereby  the  Associa- 
tion could  be  of  assistance  to  cities  and  towns  in  solving  their  mosquito 
control  problems. 

In  the  absence  of  President  Alex  MacWilliam,  First  Vice  President  J.N. 
Hornbaker,  presided,  assisted  by  Doctor  T.  H.  D.  Griffitts  v^ho  called  the 
meeting  to  order  and  asked  for  a  reparrt  from  the  Association's  Socritary 
Miss  Lena  W,  Starck.  In  this  report  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  v;as  referred  to  end  the  cause  for  postponement  of  the  1933 
meeting  explained  and  at  the  same  time  the  Executive  Board's  reason  for 
the  celled  meeting,  was  given.

-  SPECI/X  INVESTIGATIONS  - 

In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a  resort  area,  a  survey 
of  the  waters  of  Hillsborouch  Bay,  Trmpa ,  was  conducted  by  District  Sanitary 
Officers  Fred  A.  Safay  and  Russell  Broughm-m. 

A  series  of  collection  stations  were  established  in  Hillsborough  Bay 
from  Catfish  Point  to  Station  15,  west  of  Broad  Creek  and  samples  there- 
from indicated  that  the  waters  near  the  channel  and  in  deeper  parts  of 
the  area  v:ero  free  from' contamination. 

Stations  1-2-3,  located  on  the  shore  line  between  above  named 
points  wore  found  to  be  in  weters  grossly  polluted  by  evidence  of  sowege 
contamination  as  indicated  by  confirmatory  test. 

The  sur^-ey  revealed  a  long  sand-bar  or  flat  projecting  out  for  some 
distance  from  Gadson  Point  and  that  this  sand-bar  prevented  much  con- 
tamination from  entering  the  area  under  consideration  for  Beach  project. 
Proposed  plans  for  this  development  contemplate  extending  the  shore 
line  at  least  1000  feet  for  bathing  purposes  and  tte  results  of  stations 
10-11-12-13-14  and  15  on  both  incoming  and  outgoing  tides  indicated  water 
free  from  evidence  of  serious  contamination. 

This  preliminary  survey  indicated  that  the  area  at  the  point  of 
Beach  D-7olopment  was  free  from  contamination  of  a  serious  nature  but 
it  was  the  opinion  of  the  investigators  that  furtlcr  study  should  be 
made  of  the  area  over  a  longer  period  of  time.  .

Narrative  Report 


Through  Social  Security  Funds,  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Health  Nursing  has  been  able  to  employ  additional  nurses  which, 
of  course,  has  increased  the  activities  of  the  Department. 

MID^YIFE  WORK; 

Miss  Joyce  Ely,  T.'idv.'ife  Supervisor,  resigned  her 
position  the  first  of  the" year;  and  was  succeeded  by  lass  Julc  0. 
Graves,  who  brought  to  the  position  ton  years  experience  in  mid- 
wifery* 
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Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  B.  McCord,  Consultant  to  the  ■ 
Children* s  Bureau,  a  change  in  midwife  institute  plans  was  made 
and  small  one-day  institutes  were  held  in  every  county  in  the 
state  in  place  of  the  larger  institutes  previously  conducted. 
1151  midwives  have  been  licensed  and  registered,  and  sixty-five 
one-day  institutes  held,  v/ith  875  in  attendance.   Also,  sixty 
classes  for  nurses  were  held  with  an  attendance  of  208. 

The  Midwife  Manual  was  revised,  simplified  consider- 
ably so  that  the  midwives  could  better  understand  the  policies  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  county  nurses  -.vere  asked  to  con- 
duct monthly  midv;ife  meetings  between  Miss  Graves*  visits.  A 
manual  was  prepared  for  the  nurses  as  a  guide  in  conducting  these 
one-day  classes.  Model  mid;vif6  bags  have  been  supplied  to  the 
District  and  State  Supervisors,  and  County  Health  Units.  The 
equipment  for  these  bags  was  made  by  the  WPA  sewing  rooms. 

A  colored  midwife  teacher  was  employed  for  county  re- 
check  on  the  midwives  v/ho  were  not  licensed  or  following  the  pol- 
icies of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  She  remained  in  the  counties 
from  two  to  three  weeks,  observing  deliveries  and  postpartum  care, 
holding  meetings  and  learning  if  the  midwife  has  actually  had  a 
physical  examination,  including  Wasserman.  She  has  accomplished 
a  great  deal  and  has  enabled  this  Bureau  to  have  a  more  accurate 
record  of  the  midwives,  and  has  assisted  in  the  reduction  of  the 
maternal  death  rate  by  observing  more  closely  the  m.idvrives  viho 
were  not  conducting  their  work  properly. 

Through  the  Welfare  Department,  we  have  been  able  to 
place  many  of  the  midwives,  too  old  to  practice,  on  Old  Age 
Assistance. 

COUITTY  HEALTH  UNITS: 

Much  time  has  been  spent  by  this  department  in  assist- 
ing v;ith  the  development  of  County  Health  Units.'  Miss  Lalla  }J\a.ry 
Goggans,  was  employed  as  State  Mobile  Unit  Nurse,  and  remained  in 
the  county  units  from  three  to  four  Weeks.  She  assisted  in  the 
establishment  of  the  nursing  service,  outlining  a  generalized  pro- 
gram and  observing  the  teaching  methods  used  by  the  nurse  when 
visiting  the  home,  observing  classes,  and  assisting  in  organizing 
Public  Health  Nursing  Councils.  At  the  completion  of  her  visit, 
she  submitted  to  this  Department,  Health  Officer  and  County  Health 
Unit,  a  recommendation  as  to  the  progrrjn  which  the  nurses  should 
follow. 


TUBERCULOSIS.' 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Clio  McLaughlin 
for  the  tuberculosis  division,  who  has  specialized  in  this  phase 
of  public  health  nursing  for  many  years.  She  has  conducted  an 
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educational  program,  instructing  the  unit  and  county  nurses  in  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis  and  the  care  of  the  patienx.  She  has 
visited  many  schools  and  explained  the  i:nportance  of  the  tuberculin 
test,  and  created  among  the  pupils  a  desire  to  take  the  tuberculin 
test.  Six  weeks  v;as  spent  in  Escambia  County  assisting  the  County 
Health  Officer  in  putting  over  the  tuberculosis  program  m  the 
schools. 

REFRESHER  COURSES t   • 

Cooperating  v/ith  the  Florida  State  Nurses*  Association, 
this  Bureau  conducted  ten  one-day  institutes  on  Maternity  and 
Pediatrics,  emphasizing  the  nursing  technique  in  this  program. 
The  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child-Health  and  the 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing  gave  these  lectures, 
accompaniod  by  moving  pictures. 

The  Short  Course  for  registered  nurses  was  repeated 
this  year,  at  the  University  of  Florida  in  Gainesville.  The  course 
^as  arranged  and  conducted  by  the  Extension  Division  of  the 
University,  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  Nurses  and  the  Bureau  ol 
Public  Health  Nursing.  Miss  Myrtle  Hodgkins,  Teaching  Supervisor 
of  Medical  Nursing,  School  of  Nursing,  University  of  Itinneapolis, 
Minnesota,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Garridon,  Educ&tional  Director  from 
George  Peabody  College.  Nashville,  Tennessee,  were  the  instructors. 
There  were  one  hundred  nurses  in  attendance. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Director  of  this  Bureau,  Mrs. 
Charlotte  Heilman,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health  Nursing  and 
Home  Hy-ienc  and  Care  of  the  Sick  of  the  American  National  Red 
Cross.  Washington,  D.  C,  conducted  six  tv;o-day  institutes  on  - 
"Methods  of  Teaching  ",  applying  it  to  the  course  of  Home  Hygiene 
and  Care  of  the  Sick.  All  arrangements  for  those  classes  were  made 
through  the  Bureau  of  Pviblic  Health  Nursing. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  subscribing  and  using  tho 
nurses^  official  magazine,  "The  American  Journal  of  Nursing  , 
arrangements  were  made  for  Miss  Dora  M.  Cornclisen,  Field 
Representative  of  the  American  Nurses'  Association,  to  talk  to 
thirteen  groups  of  nurses  in  various  sections  of  the  state, 
explainiFighov;  this  magazine  can  be  used  to  the  best  advantage  of 
the  nurses,  patient  and  the  community. 

Two  one-day  staff  conferences  for  the  district  nurses 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  were  conducted,  each  nurse  partic- 
ipating in  the  program. 

At  the  request  and  expense  of  the  American  National 
Red  Cross,  the  Director  of  this  Bureau  spent  one  week  in  Washing- 
ton during  the  month  of  September,  attending  the  conference  held 
for  the  Nursing  Field  Reprosentativos  for  the  Eastern  Area.  Tho 
main  subject  under  discussion  was  "Disaster  Relief". 


The  Director  of  the  Bureau,  v/ho  is  also  President  of 
the  Florida  ^tate  Nurses*  Association,  attended  the  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  three  National  organizations,  viz-  American 
Nurses'  Association,  National  League  of  Nursing  Education,  and  the 
National  Organization  for  Public  Health  Nursing.  The  convention 
was  held  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  v;ith  approximately  11,000 
nurses  in  attendance,  representing  every  state  in  the  union  and 
several  foreign  countries. 

The  State  Advisory  nurses,  and  Director  of  Courses, 
held  a  special  meeting  during  the  Biennial.  Miss  Olivia  Petersen, 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  State  Board  of 
Health,  Minnesota,  presided.  Each  state  gave  a  report  of  the 
Nursing  Activities  under  the  Social  ^ecurity  Program* 

A  second  Advisory  and  Director  of  Courses  meeting  was 
held  in  New  Orleans  in  November.  The  Director  of  this  Bureau 
arranged  the  program  and  presided. 

At  the  expense  of  the  American  Nurses*  Association, 
the  Director  attended  a  Comiiiittee  Meeting  in  New  York  to  study 
"Placement  Service  and  Vocational  Guidance".  Every  section  of 
tho  United  States  was  represented. 

Nineteen  nurses  were  given  stipends.  The  qualifica- 
tion for  students  emphasized  an  aptitude  for  public  health  nursing 
and  proper  educational  background.  ViTith  the  exception  of  four, 
all  of  these  nurses  had  previously  boon  employed  on  FERA  for  a 
period  of  two  years. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING  COUNCILS; 

Public  Health  Nursing  Councils  have  been  organized  in 
practically  every  county  and  have  continued  to  support  the  Nursing 
Service.  Through  their  infinite  knowledge  of  this  Service,  they 
have  been  able  to  act  as  an  educational  media  between  tlie  nurse 
and  the  public  as  a  whole;  and  have  stimulated  the  community  to 
assume  a  civic  responsibility,  and  give  support  to  the  Nursing 
service.  These  Councils  have  sponsored  Loan  Closets,  and  through 
the  financial  assistance  of  the  Local  Chapters  of  the  Red  Cross, 
the  necessary  articles  such  as  hospital  accessories,  wheel  chairs, 
bed  linens,  etc.,  have  been  purchased.  The  WPA  sewing  rooms  have 
cooperated  in  making  obstetrical  packs  under  nursing  instruction. 
Layettes,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  gowns,  etc.  have  also  been  made. 

MAY  DAY: 


The  Director  of  the  Bureau  served  as  State  May-Day 
Chairman,  and  through  the  county  nurses  and  Public  Health  Nursing 
Councils,  each  county  selected  a  May  Day  Chairman.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  the  names  of  the  County  Chairmen,  suggestions  for 
plays,  window  displays,  parades  and  the  May  Day  Program  were  sent 
to  the  Chairmen.

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Mry  Day  and  Mothers'  Day  were  celebrated  in  prac- 
tically every  county  in  the  state.   Immunization  ^ms  stressed 
this  year  the  s.me  L  last.  In  many  counties  this  activity  was 
combined  ivith  the  Summer  Round-Up  sponsoi^ed  by  the  P.T.A. 

The  President's  Proclamation  was  sont  to  each  county, 
with  the  request  that  it  be  published  in  the  local  newspapers. 

At  the  completion  of  these  programs,'  a  compiled  county 
report  was  made,  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  ChildrerJs  Bureau, 
"iVashinjjton,  D.  C. 

EXHIBITS: 


Through  experience,  we  have  found  that  health  can  bo 
tau^rht  much  better  through  visual  educction;  and  the  nurses  who 
attempt  to  impart  kno;vlcdgc  through  speaking  only,  is  neglecting 
a  valuable  tool. 

Through  WPA  funds,  v;e  have  employed  one  who  has  boon 
trained  in  preparing  exhibits.  As  a  result,  we  now  have  fifty-one 
exhibits  demonstrating  prenatal  care,  sanitation,  infant  care, 
venereal  disease  control  and  tuberculosis*  These  exhibits  have 
been  loaned  for  fairs,  to  county  nurses  for  windov/  displays,  and 
the  Short  Courses  held  at  the  University  of  Florida,  Gainesville. 

W.P.A.; 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Health  Nursing  has  continued  to 
supervise  the  relief  nursing  program,  which  was  re-opened  Feb- 
ruary- 1st  under  WPA.  The  project  was  cut  considerable,  due  to 
the  reduced  appropriation  from  Washington. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  nurses  were  employed,  and  were 
placed  in  co-onties  where  there  v:as  the  greatest  need.  They  contin- 
ued to  conduct  a  generalized  public  health  nursing  program.  It 
h-s  been  difficult  for  the  county  nurses  to  continue  their  work, 
due  to  the  small  salary.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  District 
Supervisors,  tv;Gnty-nine  counties  have  supplemented  the  salary  and 
travel  of  these  nurses,  and  have  promised  to  continue  the  program 
if  and  r/hen  WPA  funds  are  discontinued. 

The  Homo  Hygiene  Classes  which  the  WPA  nurses  have 
taught  in  the  serving  rooms,  school  and  to  community  groups  havo  . 
been  invaluable.  Glosses  have  not  been  confined  to  the  women, 
but  also  included  men.  It  has  improved  their  personal  outlook,  ■ 
awakened  interest  in  self  help,  and  stimulated  community  thought 
upon  subjects  of  bettor  environment.  The  nurses  have  received

excellent  cooperation  from  the  sewing  rooms,  which  has  evidenced 
their  appreciation  of  this  service. 

The  teaching  program  of  'aealth  has  assisted  greatly  in 
the  Work  Centres;  and,  in  many  instance,  the  women  in' these  cen- 
tres have  requested  extra  lessons  in  Health  Education,  following 
the  receipt  of  certificates  in  Home  Hygiene  and  First  Aid  Clacscs. 
Because  of  this  request,  we  have  had  to  plan  an  outline  of  advanced 
health  work  for  these  groups. 

Through  the  WPA' Nursery  Schools,  many  immunization 
clinics  have  been  organized,  and  toxoid  given  by  the  District 
Health  Officer.  The  county  nurses  are  working  very  diligently  in 
trying  to  get  defects  of  the  preschool  children  corrected  before 
they  enter  school. 

The  WPA  nurses  have  tried  also  to  arrange  an  effec- 
tive immunization  program  in  the  schools  for  the  District  Health 
Officer. 

Through  Social  Security  Funds,  the  State  Board  of 
Health  was  able  to  absorb  many  of  the  WPA  nurses,  including  five 
of  the  District  Supervisors. 

The  WPA  Nursing  Service  has  been  of  real  educational 
value  to  the  counties,  as  through  this  Service,  we  have  been  able 
to  create  health  consciousness,  and  assist  in  establishing  County 
Health  Units.

Five  children  are  to  Le  selected  in  various  largo 
schools  for  a  special  demonstration  plan.  Selection 
v/ill  be  based  on  indigency,  infrsquoncy  of  attendcncc, 
poor  grades  and  repetition  of  a  grade.  The  mouths  rc- 
fluoting  the  most  severe  dental  conditions  will  in- 
fluence acceptance  for  complete  correction  in  order  to 
offer  tangible  proof  of  the  necessity  of  dental  health 
with  school  1/ork  and  as  a  health  measure.  This  work  is 
to  be  done  in  the  school  house  by  a  field  dentist  using 
a  portable  chair,  foot  dental  engine,  etc.   The  improve-

D.  PJ^FRESHER  COURSE 

Plans  are  being  formulated  for  a  sjonpcsiim  en  dentistry  for 
children  to  be  held  in  each  of  the  districts  of  the  Florida 
State  Dental  Society.

Cou.nty  Health  Work  in  Florida  is  in  its  infancy.   The  first  cooperative  health 
unit  \vas  established  in  Leon  County  in  1930  with  the  cou.nty  and  the  city  of 
Tallahassee  cooperatinf^  with  the  State  Board.   The  second  cooporatinc  health 
unit  vms  Escambia  organized  in  1931  vath  the  city  of  Pensacola  and  the  county 
of  Escanbia  cooperatinc  ivith  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Public  Health 
Service.  The  third  unit  established  on  tho  same  basis  was  Jackson  County 
in  1935. 

1S36  saw  quite  a  few  units  added  to  this  list.   Broward  and  Taylor  counties 
were  added  in  March  193G.   Gadsden  County  caiae  in  April  193u,  Monroe  County 
(Key  "West)  and  Pinellas  County  (St.  Petersburg)  were  added  during  June  1936. 
Hillsborough  County  (Tonpa)  was  organized  and  started  functioning  in  October 
1936.   Tho  Franklin-Gulf -Liberty-Calhoun  (four  county  health  unit)  with  head- 
quarters in  Apalachicolr.  was  organized  at  the  same  time.   The  Wakulla  County 
Health  Unit  was  also  organized  at  this  tino  . 

Heretofore  Florida  has  relied  upon  a  loosely  woven  district  scheme  with  the 
State  divided  into  five  districts,  each  district  having  a  district  health 
officer,  s:xnitation  officer,  public  health  nurse  and  clerk  with  headquarters 
in  some  central  point  in  the  district.  As  these  districts  usually  comprised 
from  twelve  to  fifteen  counties  embracing  a  ver;'  large  area  and  more  than 
300,000  population,  it  is  entirely  obvious  that  such  a  set-up  v;ould  be 
inadequate  to  administrate  health  protection  to  this  area.  Consequently, 
these  organizations  sinply  did  v/hat  they  could,  acting  in  many  instances 
in  an  advisory  capr.city  to  autonomous  locrl  health  departments,  the  aforesaid 
health  departments  in  mrny  instances  being  simply  part  time  set-ups. 

With  this  in  mind  fully  recognizing  the  inability  of  the  district  orgr.nization 
to  serve  that  namber  of  people  over  so  vast  ix.   area  with  the  type  of  health 
service  \\*\ich  they  should  have,  the  State  Board  of  Health  cud   tho  Bureau  of 
County  Health  Work  has  bent  its  efforts  in  nn  extensive  program  of  her.  1th 
educf.tion  for  the  expansion  of  County  Health  Work  in  Florida.   The  counties 
in  the  State  of  Florida  are  operating  by  moans  of  funds  allotted  from  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  counties 
and  in  some  instances  other  local  agencies* 

The  minimal  personnel  in  the  small  counties  consists  of  a  medical  director, 
public  health  nurse,  sanitation  officer  vjid   clerk.  All  of  those,  of  course, 
are  ilill  tine  OTnployc^JS  oi'  the  department.  As  the  Board  of  Health  does  not 
subscribe  to  the  policy  of  subsidizing  physicians,  nurses  or  other  personnel 
to  compete  v/ith  private  practice. 

The  personnel  of  those  units  must  meet  certain  minimal  sttJidards  before  they 
are  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  the  Public  Health  Service.   Tho 
health  officer  must  be  a  physician  licensed  in  the  State  of  Florida,  who  has 
had  special  training  in  public  health  edministration.   The  nurse  must  be 
registered  in  Florida  and  have  special  training  in  public  honlth.   The 
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sanitation   officer  must  be    specially  trained   in   sanit^.tion  and  ^^^^^«/f 
deraingwith  connunity  problems.     Mw  of  the   organizations   ^^^^J-^^^;^ 
counties  hrve  gn^ator  budgets  and  raoro  personnel.     One  unit     Wakulla  County, 
13  tcrmd  by  this  departmoTit  as  a  modified  health  unit  in   *;^t   it  only 
has  a   full  tiiae  nurse,    sail  tat  ion  officer   and   clerk,   ^i^hUe  the    district 
hccO-th  officer   acts  as  the  department  head. 

During  the   past  vcar   the  director  addrcssud  numo-ous  itedical    societies, 
civic^lubs'  Parent  Te.ch.rs  Associations   and  oi^or  interested   Groups  w.th 
reference   to  the   est^.bli  shment  of  county  hcr.lth  units,    outlining  m  every 
ins^-^pco  that  the   cooporf.  tive  health  unit  represented  tne  most  modern 
devalopmcnt   in  he  .Ith^^^  be  ction.     ITum.rous  pamphlets  on  the    suboect  were 
prepared  and  distributed  as  well   as  nev;spTer  articles,    all   ^e^^gned   to 
acquaint  the  oublic  with   the  facts  regarding  count./  h.alth  units  and  ^at 
th-ey  were  to  expect  from  a   county-  health  unit  in  ti-.eir  county. 

The  response  from  the  liedical    Societies  hrs  been  very  Cr^'tifying,    there 
being  committees   appointed  by  the   societies  to  work  with  ^^P^^^^'^^f  ^^^^ 
from  the  healtb.   department  for  the  organization  of   county  health   service. 
The  civic   clubs   resrondcd     and  tids  Bui^au   feels   that  the  results  of   the 
crmpaign  have  be-aa  very     gratifying. 

The  Mobile  Hetdth  Unit  has  been  of  inestimable  vrdue   in  the  promotion  of 
the  work,   as    *or.>ugh.   surveys  of  health  conditions  in  the  '^^^^^IJ^^/^f^^^^ 
recited  in  the    glear.ing   of    information  which  could  be  presented  to  the 
people    of   tiiese    counties  in  a  manner  which  bare  iroit.

CONTROL  ACTIVITIES 

All  hookworm  cases  Vvere  visited  at  their  hoEies  and  those 
financially  able  to  obtain  treatment  were  referred  to  their  ovm 
physicians.  Those  who  were  not  were  offered  the  treatments  in 
their  homes  under  the  written  instructions  of  the  City  and  Coun- 
ty Physician.  The  medicine  was  left  by  the  nurse  with  the  writ- 
ten directions.  In  some  instances  fai^iilles  refused  to  have 
their  children  take  the  treatment.  In  all  hours  they  were  ad- 
vised that  there  is  little  use  to  take  the  cure  unless  they 
build,  maintain  and  use  sanitary  pit  privies. 

Syphilis  and  Gonorrhea  cases  v/ure  treated  for  the  most  part 
by  thu  City  and  County  Physician.  Those  who  vicrc   able  to  em- 
ploy private  physicians  were  required  to  do  so.  They  were  T3~ 
stricted  from  handling  food  until  open  lesions  w^re  healed  or 
until  discharges  failed  to  reveal  Vie   infsction. 


Malaria  caseii  were  required  to  remain  behind  screens  until 
recovery  or  until  sufficient  medication  had  resulted  in  a  dis- 
appearance of  the  infection  from  the  periphery  of  the  body  and 
with  the  understanding  that  treatment  would  bu  continued.  An 
educational  campaign  v/ith  a  view  to  abating  the  propogation  of 
mosquitoes  and  encouraging  screening  of  homes  against  mosquitoes 
has  been  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  Public  talks;  home 
visits;  and  nev/s  articles  have  resulted  in  fairly  good  results; 
although  much  more  intensive  efforts  must  be  made  before  rural 
and  suburban  as  v\rell  as  city  home  owners  will  screen.  City  prem- 
ises inspections  have  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  a  majority 
of  the  breeding  places  on  private  premises.  The  City  has  been 
requested  to  open  or  improve  drainage  of  low  areas  where  fresh 
or  brackish  watfe}^  is  held  for  sufficient  length  of  time  to  per- 
mit mosquito  prop'ogation*  Intensive  efforts  ore  being  made  in 
rural  areas  to  bring  about  screening  of  homes  since  the  preven- 
tion of  mosouito  breeding  is  impractical. 

An  intensive  campaign  v;as  conducted  during  the  summer  to  im- 
prove the  washing  and  sterilization  of  eating  and  drinking  uten- 
sils in  all  places  throughout  the  city  and  county,  which  was 
successful  to  the  extent  that  the  outbreak  of  trench  mouth  was 
brought  unaer  very  prompt  control.  Many  cases  of  this  disease 
wtre  not  officially  reported  so  that  the  number  listed  as  report- 
ed above  does  not  indicate  the  actual  number  of  total  cases.

An  intensive   and   extensive  program  of  tubcrculiix  t lasting  was  con- 
ducted ill  all  whitf  and   colored  high  schools  throughout  thu   city  rnd 
county   follovanc  an  oducntional   c-urse   of  fron  three  to  six  weeks  con- 
ducted in  class  rooms.     The   courses  of  study  caused  the  pupils  and 
toachei-s  to  v;ant   to  t;.ke  the  tost   and  dispelled  all  unwholosone  fear 
of  the   s-^cie.     Approximately  9&/o  of  the   seniors  in  all   schools  took  the 
tests,     A  brief  report   of  the  tests    and  results  follows:

Efforts  are  under  way  to  provide  X-ray  for  all  positive  re- 
actors. 


Scarlet   fever  cases  were  quarantined  for  a  lainiraum  period  of 
twenty-one   days  and  longer  if  not   thoroughly  recovered.     Contacts 
with  cases  have  been  restricted  to  their  own  homes  until  seven  days 
have  elapsed  since  the  last  contact  v/ith  the  case  under  quaranitine 
elsewhere. 

There  were  four  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  during  the  year 
and  when  c-ompared  with  the   cases  reported  each  year  during  the  fonaer 
five  years  v:e  find  quite  an  inproveraent ;

These  prograLiS  meant  a  total  of  three  visits  to  each  school  in 
City  and  County-white  and  colored  -  and  it  merjit  a  total  of  twenty- 
seven-thousand  one-hundred  forty-one  typhoid  vaccine   injections. 

Typhoid  fever  is  very  definitely  a  preventable  disease  and  the 
methods  of  prevention  are  listed  as  follov;s: 


1.  Typhoid  vaccination  every  three  years. 

2.  Pure  water-  pure  food  p.nd  pure  milk  handled  by  hcrj.thy  people 
and  screened  against   flies. 
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3.  Report   all  cases  to  health  office  pnd  iLimuniz^   -ill   contacts,, 

4.  Proper  disposal  of  sewage  and  screening  of  home  s  against   flies,. 

5.  Prevent  consumption  of  contpjninated  sea-food. 

People  who  live  constantly  in  the  city  or  cour.ty  whore  the  hofJ.th 
department   safe-guards  then  against   infection  are  reasonably  snfe,   but 
if  they  visit   other  counties  where  the  health  of  the  people  is  not   pro- 
tected,  they  may  need  the  protection  afforded  by  these  irx^uiii  sat  ions, 

Siar'llpox  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be   and  no  doubt 
vaccin.''.tion  has  b. en  the  cau^e. 

Diphtheria  is   for  the  most   part  a  disease  of  youiig  children  and 
it  is  very  encouraging  to  note  that   sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-thiee 
of  these  youngsters  are  now  reasonably  safe  from  this  torrible  dis- 
ease .

A  i^jencralizjd  nuTGint:  program  was  carried  on  during  tht;    past 
yt;pr  in  PGnpncola  and   throughout   the  County  of  Esconibis;,     The  City 
-md  County  v;ore  divided  into  districts  to  render  the  best   possible 
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Monthly  meetings  are  held   for  the  instruction  of  the  midwives 
who  deliver  about  twenty  percent  of  the  babies  born.     They   are  taught 
as  much  as  possible  about   cleanliness  ajid  preparedness  and  -re  requir- 
ed among  other  things  to  put   silver  nitrate  in  the  new  bom  babies 
c^yes.

The  public   health  nurse  working  in  part   of   Escambia  County 
makes  Century  her  headquarters.      She   sent  in  daily  reports  and 
came   in  to  Pensacola  headquarters   every  tvvo  weeks  for  general 
staff  meetings. 

The  Nursing  sor^-^icc  major  projects  were  as  follows: 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Service:-  "i/hile   statistics  show  that 
the  maternal  death  rate   has  -"ocreased  in  the   past   five  years  in  Es- 
cambia County,   yet   the  infant  death  rate  has  been  higher.     Therefore, 
a  greater  effort   has  been  made  to  work  out  plans  whereby  the  expect- 
ant mother  has  \>o^n  given  bettor  health  supervision  and  better  know- 
ledge  of  how  to  care  for  her  baby.

To  find  the   cases  eai'ly  a  house   to  house  car^vass  vms  made  in 
the  poorer  districts   of  Pensacola  during  the  past  year,     A  weekly  pre- 
n<atal   conference  has  been  held   at  State  Board  of  Health  building  by 
the  County  Health  Unit  nurses.     A  voluixteer  motor  corp  has  been  bring- 
ing these  mothers  in  to  the    conference  where  general  health  education 
program  is  carried  on  along  V7ith  routine   examination  of  blood  for   syp- 
hilis,  urine   for  abnormality.     The  patient *s  blood  pressure  is  taken 
pjid   if  any  abnonu  rdity  is  f oimd  the   patient   is  persuaded  to  put   herself 
under  a  doctor's  constant    care  imediately.     The  lying-in  home  for  the 
white  women  of  Pensacola,  who  could  not  afford  the  regular  doctor  and 
hospital  fee,  was  open  six  and   a  half  naqnths  during  the  year.     One- 
hundred  and  four  babies  were  born  there  during  that  period,  who  other- 
wise would  have   stayed  at  home  under  the  care  of  a  midwife.

SANITATION  DEP-\RTI.1ENT 


A  sanitary  inspection  campaign  was  conducted  in  rural    schools 
and  tourist    ciups,   also  eati?ig  and  drink  establishments   throughout 
the  County.     An  ext>.nsivc   cl^fun-up  campaign  in  the  City  of  Pensacola, 
which  included  an  inspection  of  premises  for  mosquito  breeding 
placus  early  in  the   spring  wan  also  conducted. 

Duo  to  thu  report   of  numerous  cascs  of  trench  mouth  by  profess- 
ional arid  lay  persons,  we  conducted  an  intensive  campaign   (assisted 
by  the    ,ntire  City  Police  Department)   to  improve  the   sterilization 
of  eating  and  drinking  utensils  in  about  four-hundred  lunch  and  drink 
establishments.     The  cooperation  by  the  personnel  of  these  establish- 
ments was  praiseworthy  and  cases  of  the  infection  began  to  decline 
rapidly. 

Oyster  beds  in  polluted  areas  were  patrolled  by   state  and  local 
inspectors  throughout  the   early  spring  months.

The  counties  of  Franklin,  Gulf,  Liberty  and  Calhoun  were  or- 
ganized to  start  active  work  as  a  unit  on  October  1,  1936,  but  Dr. 
J.  W.  McMurray  was  District  Health  Officer  working  out  of  Maric-nna 
office  and  could  only  act  as  part  time  Health  Officer  cf  these  four 
counties.   The  nurses  from  Calhoun  and  Liberty  counties  were  in 
training  at  Peabody  during  the  nonths  of  October,  November,  and 
December.  Miss  Vandilla  Strickland,  who  was  District  Supervisor  of 
Nurses,  acted  as  part  time  nurse  in  these  coimties.   It  was  not  until 
J&nuary  4,  1937  that  the  unit  became  a  full  time  health  unit  with  a 
full  time  personnel.   Since  that  time  the  unit  has  been  conposee  of 
four  nurses,  Hiss  Louise  Kincaid,  Franklin  County,  Miss  Enid  Mathison, 
Gulf  County,  Miss  Karen  Neilson,  Calhoun  County,  Miss  Catherine 
Corbin,  Liberty  County,  Mr.  C  .  L.  Nowlin,  Sanitarian  of  Calhoun  and 
Liberty  Counties,  Mr.  Fred  Moor,  Jr.,  Sanitarian  of  Franklin  .and 
Gulf  Counties,  Ivliss  Mary  Floyd,  clerk  in  Fl*anklin  County. 

Since  the  unit  has  been  in  operation  four  clerks  have  been  added, 
one  for  each  county,  which  come  under  the  State  W.  P.  A.  Nursing 
Project,  Miss  Catherine  Palazzo,  Fi*anklin  County,  Mrs,  Madeline 
McCarthy,  Gulf  County,  Miss  Cr.roline  Avinger,  Calhoun  County  and  Mrs, 
Alvin  C.  Weaver,  Liberty  County, 

The  central  office  was  assigned  to  Apalachicola,  branch  offices 
have  been  equipped  in  Port  St.  Joe,  Wcwohitchka,  Blountstown  and 
Bristol,  The  branch  offices  were  mr.inly  equipped  by  contributions 
from  cooperating  bodies.  Miss  Lalla  Mary  Goggans  was  most  helpful  in 
assisting  in  gaining  these  contributions. 


A  prenatal  service  was  cstriblished  in  Apalachicolr.,  Carrabcllc, 
Port  St.  Joe,  Wewahitchka,  Blountstown  a.id  Bristol,  Dr.  Conter  ha,s 
held  the  clinics  in  Apalachicola,  Dr.  Dykes  in  Carrabollo,  Dr.  L.  K. 
Bartee  in  Port  St.  Joe,  Dr.  Meriwether  in  Wewahitchka,  Dr.  Finley  and 
Dr,  Gainey  in  Blountstown  and  Dr.  M,  Q.  Burns  in  Bristol,   Since  these 
clinics  have  been  establishec  we  have  h.mdled  334  patients. 

We  have  done  physical  examinations  on  all  of  the  white  school 
children  from  the  first  through  the  sixth  grades  in  all  of  the  fonr 
counties.  This  has  totaled  to  1512  children.  Notices  have  been  sent 
to  parents  and  since  school  has  been  closed  a&  many  corrections  hr.ve 
been  obtained  as  possible. 


A  venereal  program  has  been  established  in  Apalachicola,  Wewahitchka 
and  Blountstown.   This  service  has  increased  in  size.   This  includes 
Kahn  testing  and  the  administration  of  neoarsphenamine.  We  have  handled 
14  patients  in  the  Apalachicola  clinics,  20  in  the  Wewf^hitchka  clinics 
and  60  in  the  Blountstown  clinics. 
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The  rem.-^.inder  of  the  program  has  "been  a  general  service  which 
includes  iuuminization  clinics,  pre.-chool  clinics,  tuherculosis 
control  and  tuherculin  testing,  hone  mrrsing  service,  home  hygiene 
and  first  aid  classes,  hookworm  surreyr-  and  follow  up  treatment, 
crippled  children's  service,  pellagra  clinics,  nursery  school  in- 
spections, health  education  "by  talks,  posters,  newspaper  pictures, 
midwife  instruction  and  supervision,  dental  education,  and  May  Day 
programs 

A  sanitary  "program  has  been  carried  out  under  Mr.  Fred  Moor,  Jr. 
at  Aprlachicola  and  Mr,  C.  L.  Nowlin  at  Blountstown.  This  program 
hr.s  "beer  one  of  sanitary  surveys,  the  construction  of  sanitary  pit 
privies  and  septic  tan'is,  'check-up's'  have  "been  made  on  positive 
hook^.vorr.1  fcjuilies  as  to  the  sanitation.  Water  supplies  have  "been 
checked  and  advice  as  to  the  "bettemcnt  of  them  has  "been  given.   Our 
program  also  included  supervision  of  the  rater  supply  and  sanitation 
of  the  schools,  inspection  and  supervision  of  dairies,  inspection  and 
oupervision  of  c^fes,  education  as  to  screening  and  drainage  for 
malaria  prevention,  educational  talks,  and  newspaper  articles.

The  Gsidsden  County  Health  Unit  was  organized  and  began  activities 
May  1,  1936,  the  personnel  consisting  of  a  Medical  Director,  three 
Nurses,  a  Sanitary  Officer,  and  a  Secretary, 

Some  immunization  work  had  been  done  in  the  schools  of  the 
county  in  previous  years  by  the  District  Health  Officer  of  the  State 
Bonrd  of  Health;  therefore,  a  survey  was  made  and  activities  st:iTtcd 
in  those  cor-nunities  where  this  vork  was  most  needed. 

As  many  schools  as  possible  rere  reached  before  they  closed  for 
t/e  sum::ier.  At  clinics  and  other  neetirgs,  talks  were  m-ide  by  different 
members  of  the  organization,  stressing  special  points  and  neasures  for 
•iisease  prevention  and  health  protection. 

General  public  health  education  h:.s  been  oar  r.ajor  objective  during 
the  year,  as  it  was  evident  that  public  health  ucasures  were  not  under- 
stood by  many  of  the  people  -Jid,  as  the  organization  was  so:nething 
new,  they  were  expecting  physical,  financial,  .and  medical  aid. 

Preschool  clinics  ^nerc   held  in  several  places  in  the  county  vfaere 
babies  and  preschool  children  \vere  exaninod  for  defects  and  all  who 
had  not  been  immunized  were  given  the  diphtheria  and  smallpox  iranuni- 
zations.  At  these  clinics,  ,76  had  ver^  good  cooperation  and  were  able 
to  render  this  service  to  most  of  the  children  of  the  county, 

Te  also  held  several  clinics  for  the  different  WPA  rrorkers  where 
the  typhoid  and  smallpox  imLTiinizations  were  L-xlministered, 


Malaria,  hookworm,  pellagra,  and  tuberculosis  rre  four  of  the 
najor  problem   in  this  county  and  a  great  deal  of  tine  was  spent  in 
attempting  to  teach  the  peopln  how  these  diseases  could  be  prevented. 

In  November,  conferences  for  indigent  maternity  oases  ^7ere  or- 
ganized rjid  held  in  Quincy,  Greensboro,  Havana,  ano.  Chattahoochee. 
Since  that  time,,  these  conferences  have  been  held  monthly  in  each 
place  with  the  exception  of  Chattahoochee, 

Dental  clinics  for  indigent  children  were  started  in  November 
and  two  or  three  have  been  conducted  weekly  since  that  tire.   The 
principals,  teachers,  trustees,  and  patrons  were  very  cooperative  and 
transportation  was  easily  secured. 

Venereal  disease  clinics  were  conducted  weekly  and  all  positive 
cases  were  urged  to  come  in  for  treatment. 

Classes  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the  Sick  were  condufcted  in 
six  different  sections  of  the  county  and  v^cre  very  satisfactay.  Only 
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t\TG  nurses  v.ere  on  duty  during  a  great  deal  of  the  tine,  mailing  it 
inpcrsible  to  carry  a  lar-^e  nuuiter  of  classes.

7!e   Trerc  fortunate  in  having  a  snail  community  sanitation  project 
go  in.::  at  the  time  the  Unit  "began.   It  has  never  "been  over  a  five  man 
project  and  most  of  the  time  only  four,  "but  over  two  hundred  and  fifty 
approved  t^.'pe  privies  have  "been  constructed  since  the  project  "begoji  a 
little  over  a  year  ago.   Several  septic  tanlcs  have  been  buit  under  the 
supervision  of  this  dep'^rtnent  and  a  number  of  deep  wells  have  been 
"put  acrm.      Two  anopheles  mosquito  surveys  have  been  made,  including'  a 
good  part  of  the  engineering,  within  a  radius  of  tv/o  miles  of  Quincy, 
This  v/as  done  v/ith  the  assistance  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  dairies  today  are  fully  fifty  per  cent  ahead  cf  vrhat  they  were 
a  year  ago,  as  a  v'hole,  ^c   arc  indebted  to  Dr.  Uillif'mson  to  a  large 
degree  for  assisting  with  our  dairies, 

TTe  are  today  cnoperatint^  with  the  Deputy  Hotel  Commissioner  in 
trying  to  raise  the  standards  of  our  cafes  and  hotels.  A3.1  cafes  and 
hotels  are  viGited  occ.-.sionally,  and  rj though  they  are  considerably 
ahead  of  vfap.t   they  v;cre  a  short  time  ago,  there  is  still  room  for  im- 
provement. 


VTe  are  pleased  to  have  had  very  fevr  complaints  during  the  year, 
a3id  in  every  instance,  complaints  -/ere  promptly  investigated.   In  nearly 
every  case,  the  complaint  was  corrected  within  a  reasonable  time.

The  Hillsborough  County  Health  Departnent  was  established  on 
November  1,  1936.  The  month  of  November  was  devoted  to  the  organi- 
zation of  the  departi^ent.   Our  activities  are  carried  on  in  Hillsborough 
County  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Tanpa.  The  cotmty  has  been  arbitra- 
rily divided  into  five  districts  v.lth  seven  Health  Centers  located  with- 
in those  distrjcts,  in  order  that  our  services  would  be  more  readily 
available  to  the  people  of  Hillsborough  County.  The  centers  are  used 
as  headquarters  for  the  nurses  assigned  to  the  j.Darticular  district, 
and  to  carry  on  the  necessary  medical  conferences,  ^ 

During  the /month  of  December  we  conducted  a  very  extensive  educa- 
tional campaign  in  order  to  acquaint  the  people  of  Hillsborough  County 
with  our  future  generalized  p^ublic  health  progr.am,  with  special  emphasis 
on  maternal  and  chilu  hygiene,  Hillsborough  County  has  been  selected  a.s 
one  of  the  two  counties  where  child  healta  demonstrations  will  be  con- 
ducted.  These  demonstrations  will  show  proper  nesthods  for  feeding,  pro- 
tection against  infection,  and  the  teaching  of  health  habits.

Our  birth  rate  has    increased   steadily  each  year  except   during   1934. 

This    increcsc   has   not  be^n  sufficient  to  account   for  the  entire    increase 

in   our  population.      This    fact   indicates  thu  t  v/e  have  had  outside  addi- 
tions  to   our  population. 

COMMUNICABLE  LISEAGE  CONTROL 

The  main  flinc-Lion  of  a    nerlth  department   is  the   control  and  pre- 
vention of  communictbie   disuPSbS.     In  order   for  any  health  dep£ rtmont   to 
effectively  carry  out  this   purpose  the   reporting  of  communicable  diseases 
by  the   physicii^ns  must  be    fairly  accurate,     Jackson  County  is   quite    large 
and  the   physicians   in  outlying  towns  and  communities   art   not   in  as   close 
touch  to  the   hei  1th  department  as  those  vdio   reside    in  Marianne.      However, 
the   reporting  of  contt gious   diseases   is   prompt  and  reasonably  accurate. 

Isolation  and  quarantine:      Every  camnunicable   disease   reported  to 
the   health  department   is   immediately  visited  by  a   nurse.      If  no  physi- 
cian has   seen  the    cr so   the  Health  Officer  visits  end  makes  a   diagnosis. 
Arrangements  are   then  made  with  one   of  the   Iccal   physicians  to  treat 
the   case.     A  thorough  investigation  of  the   case   is  mf:de  rnd  an  extensive 
setrch  is   instituted   for  the   source   of  infection.     Regulations   of  the 
State   Board  of  Heiilth  are   vigorously  enforced.     The  Health  Officer  also 
visits   the   local   physicians   in  making  diagnosis   in  questionable   com- 
municable  diseases. 

Immunization  clinics:      The   County  Health  Department   is   located  in 
the   City  Hall,    in  the   center   of  Marianna,    and  the  Health  Officer,    or 
nurse,    is   alwr.ys   available   to    give,    free   of  charge,   to  any  applicant, 
any   immunization  requested.     When  a   case   of  typhoid   fevor   is   reported 
^  ny/here    in  the   county,    arrangements   arc    imraediatdy  made   to  hold  a 
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typhoid  inmunization  clinic  in  that  area.  As  a  j-esult  of  this  activity 
we  have  had  only  three  deaths  from  typhoid  fever  during  tne  past  live 
yea.rs  and  no  deaths  during  the  past  tv/o  years.  Diptheria  clinics  ere 
held  in  coniunction  with  the  typhoid  immunization  clinics  and  all 
parents  are  urged  to  have  their  children  given  diptheria  toxoid  at  the 
t  ge  of  six  montliS, 

Measles;   One  death  has  been  recorded  from  measles  during  tht  pt st 
two  yea  rs • 

R£b_ic£;   Frur  persons  v/ere  treated  this  year  vdth  anti-rabic  virus. 
No  cases  developed  in  human  beings.   Four  dogs  heads  were  examined.   Thc 
city  of  '\/Iarianna  began  an  active  crmpaign  for  the  inoculation  of  all 
dogs  in  the  city. 

Scarlet  Fever:   Tv/o  cases  of  scarlet  fuver  were  reported  to  the 
Hoaltn  Department.  These  cases  w:^re  isolated  and  treated  in  conjunction 
with  local  piiysicians.  No  deaths  have  occured  from  scarlet  fever  during 
the  past. two  yetrs, 

Diptheria:   Two  crses  of  diptheria  were  reported  in  1936.   Both  of 
these  cases  were  in  children  who  hf d  not  received  diptherit  toxoid. 
Both  cf see  died.   Probably  95^  of  the  patients  treated  once  with  diph- 
theria toxoid  are  definitely  protected  for  life  against  this  disease. 
The  Schick  test  affords  a  moans  of  determining  v/hether  or  not  immunity 
has  been  produced. 

Ljalarii, ;  !&laria  is  the  second  leading  cause  of  death  in  Jackson 
County^   TEe  rolling  country  interspersed  -wdth  flat  swampy  lands  affords 
iderl  breeding  places  for  the  r.nepyieles  mosquito.  The  control  of  malaria 
aepends  upon  four  factors,  the  destruction  of  breeding  places  by  drain- 
age or  oiling,  the  treatment  of  all  active  cases;  the  screening  of  homos; 
and  the  adridnistri-tion  in  malarial  districts  of  prophyl-r.ctic  drugs.  An 
effort  is  now  being  made  by  the  Health  Department  in  cooperation  with 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  inaugurate  an  extensive  malaria  con- 
trol pro.ioct. 

1(iie  count  300  cases  of  malaria  for  eacn  death  attributed  to  it.   Our 
28  deaths  this  year  met ns  thi  t  there  were  8,400  cases  of  malaria. 

Tuberculosis :   For  a  great  m.a.ny  years  tuberculosis  was  the  scourge 
of  civilization,  killing  more  people  each  year  than  all  other  comnunica- 
ble  diseases.   Today,  in  this  county,  it  ranks  ninth  in  the  list  of  dis- 
eases .causing  death.' 

We  do  not  have  in  this  county  a  tuberculosis  senitorium,  end  are 
accordingly  handicapped  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease.  The  County 
Health  nurses  visit  each  case  of  tuberculosis  at  least  once  each  month 
and  instruct  the  patients  in  the  cere  of  themselves  and  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  this  disease  to  other  members  of  the  family.  As  often 
as  possible  these  cases  are  isolated  in  screened  rooms.   Instruction  is 
given  as  to  diet  end  the  disposal  of  waste  products.  All  children  in 
such  families  are  r^iven  the  tuberculin  test  end  ail  positive  reactors 
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X-revfcd.      Other  contfccts  are   ulso  examined.

Those 
results  are  indeed  gratifying,  and  speak  enthusiastically  oi  preventive 
measures    in  thic   disease. 

We  hod  two  deaths    from  diptherio .      Our  rveragc   per  year   for  the 
prst   five  yerrs   has   been  two  dec ths   annually. 

\ie  had  no   dt,crease    in  cancer  dofths   this  yetr   over   lest  year. 

In  1932   our   Pejllagrc    death  rate   per  100,000  population  was    18.6. 
This  y-ar   it   is   8.2  per  100,000  population.     The    Jackson  County  Chapter 
of  tho  American  Red   Cross   in  cooperation  with  the  Health  Department  and 
county   physicians   distribute'   yeast  and  hyd-ochloric   acid   free   to  ell  who 
have   pellagra,    cnduct  clinics,    and  toach  dietary  measures.      These   efforts 
havo  m-.de   pellagra   no  longer  a   health  problem  in  this   county. 

Malaria    is   a    grcr:ter  mewce  to  health  and  happiness   than  any   other 
disease   in  Jackson  County.      It   is  without  a   rivrl    in  the   number   of  deaths 
caus-d  directly   or   indirectly,    the   sicknoss  t  nd  suffering,    and  the   lower- 
ed vitality   of  those   affected.      Tho  economic  less   to  the    individual 
suffering  with  this   discc se    is   of  greater   importance  than  the   actual 
number   of  deaths    it  causes.

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The  efficiency  of  eny  hetlth  department  might  well  be  ir.etisured  by 
its  effectiveness  in  m&tcrntl  und  infc.nt  work.   It  is  one  of  the  most 
import&nt  features  of  the  Public  Health  procrfcm.   The  mr in  objective  of 
this  work,  ds  it  is  of  ell  public  heclth  ende&vors,  is  education.  Prac- 
tic?lly  £ll  expectcnt  mothers  only  coll  for  a  physician  or  visit  r.  mater- 
nal clinic  when  tney  rre  feeling  unusually  bed.  tor  this  reason  it  is 
difficult  to  meintrin  a  consttnt  check  on  all  cases.  However,  a  public 
ht^aith  nurse  visits  etch  prenatal  pe  tient  in  her  heme  at  lei  st  once^oc.ch 
month  until  delivery.  She  reaches  personal  hyniene,  demonstrrtes  infant 
care,  end  helps  the  patient  secure  the  articles  necessary  for  delivery 
and  for  the  coming  baby. 

Prenatal  clinics  are  held  in  various  parts  of  the  county  each  month, 
^xt  the  present  time  six  are  being  conducted.   Those  clinics  are  handled 
by  the  Health  Officer  or  by  locrl  physicians.   Patients  are  examined  for 
any  abnormalities  that  might  cause  a  difficult  delivery.   Blood  pressure 
readings  rre  made;  blood  tests  taken;  urinalysis  made;  i.nd  a  complete 
physical  examination  is  done  once  each  month,  -^ny  variation  from  the 
nonaal  is  discoverea  and  corrected  before  any  harm  can  be  done. 

One  very  inportant  feature  of  this  work  is  the  instruction  end  super- 
vision  of  midwives,   ^e  have  in  Jackson  County  46  midwives.   33  of  these 
are  licensed,  28  of  which  are  registered  with  the  health  department, 
une  nurse  devotes  her  entire  time  to  midwife  supervision.  She  visits  in 
each  home  once  every  month,  conducts  classes  in  the  technique  of  deliv- 
ery, and  makes  monthly  inspections  of  the  midwives  equipment,   a  course 
in  obstetrics  has  been  started  by  the  Health  Officer.   This  is  a  lecture 
course  held  once  each  month  in  Marianna, 


Silver  nitrate  for  the  baby's  eyes,  cord  ties  and  dressings  f re 
furnished  the  midwives  by  the  Health  Department.   The  Red  Cross  Loan 
closet  furnishes  every  doctor  who  requests  it  with  an  obstetrical  pack 
ccntaining  sterile  gowns,  leggings,  towels,  gauze  pads,  sheets,  and  other 
articles  necessary  for  clean  and  safe  celivery. 

The  purposes  of  the  maternal  program  are:        i 

1,  To  reduce  maternal  and  infant  mortality, 

2,  I'c  urge  every  patient  to  secure  the  services  of  competent 
physicians, 

3,  To  instruct  anu  train  midwives  in  the  care  of  patients 
during  pregnancy,  delivery,  and  the  puerperium. 

4,  To  provide  physical  examinations  end  periodic  check-ups 
on  all  cases  unable  to  secure  a  private  physician's  cere. 

5,  To  provide  treatment  for  all  prenatal  patients  with  posi- 
tive bleed  tests. 

6,  To  supply  midwives  with  certain  articles  necessary  for  the 
safe  handling  of  the  mother  and  baby  during  and  after  de- 
livery, 

7,  To  supply  sterile  packs  for  the  use  by  physicians  on  all 

cases  • 
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RhT  CROSS  LOAN  CLOSET 

Public  Kenlth  is  the  education  of  the  mooses  in  all  problems  re- 
lating tc  community  and  individu.' 1  health.  Each  division  of  the  health 
department  has  as  one  of  its  functions  he;  1th  education,  Vve  are  not 
primai'ily  concerned  with  the  treatment  of  disec  se  after  it  has  begun, 
but  are  concerned  vdth  the  prevention  of  its  spread.   There  f:re,  however, 
certain  services  which  the  liealth  department  can  render  in  the  sickroom 
which  furthers  our  program  of  health  education. 

One  of  these  services  is  tht t  rendered  by  the  Jackson  County  Chap- 
ter of  the  ianericen  Red  Cross  in  cooperation  with  the  health  department. 
This  organization  has  established  and  maintains  a  fully  equipped  loan 
closet  for  the  use  of  every  person  in  Jackson  County  who  has  need  of  its 
facilities.  Any  article  may  be  burrowed  during  a  period  of  illness  by 
&n-y   person  in  the  county.   They  mf.y  be  obtained  at  the  request  of  the 
physician  treating  the  case,  by  the  public  health  nurse,  or  by  direct 
application  to  the  department. 

The  loan  closet  in  Marianna  has  furnished  articles  to  the  other  two 
nursing  districts  in  the  county  tc  servo  as  a  nucleus  around  which  they 
are  to  equip  their  ovm  closets, 

NURSING  SERVICE 

"Public  Health  Nursing  includes  all  nursing  services  organized  by 
a  community  or  an  agency  to  assist  in  carrying  out  (  ny  or  all  phases  of 
the  public  health  program.   Services  may  be  rendered  on  en  individurl, 
family,  cr  community  basis  in  home,  school,  clinic,  business  establish- 
ment, or  office  of  the  agency." 

There  are  three  white  and  one  colored  staff  nurses  in  Jackson  County. 
One  v^ite  WPA  nurse  works  directly  under  the  Gup^rvision  of  the  Health 
Department,  All  of  these  nurses  are  graduates  of  recognized  hospitals 
end  have  had  special  training  in  public  health.   One  of  them  is  located 
in  District  Number  1,  with  headquarters  in  IJnrianria;  e  second  nurse  is 
in  District  Number  2,   with  an  office  in  Gr«ceville;  another  is  in  District 
Number  3,  with  her  office  in  Sneeds.   The  WPA  is  located  in  Marianna  and 
has  solo  charge  of  all  clinics  held  in  IJarinnna  and  its  immediate  vicinity. 
The  colored  nurse  has  complete  charge  of  all  midwife  work  in  the  county. 
The  nursing  progrc.m  is  a  generalized  servuce  embracing  rll  the  divisions 
cf  Public  Health,  Tlie  Piiblic  Health  Kursot 

1,  Helps  to  secure  early  medical  diagnosis  and  treatment  for  the 
sick. 

2,  Renders  or  secures  nursing  care  for  the  sick,  teaches  through 
demonstration  and  supervises  care  given  by  relc  tives  t  nd  attend- 
ants. 

3,  Assists  the  fcmily  to  carry  out  medical,  sanittry,  and  social 
procedures  for  the  prevention  of  diseases  and  the  promotion  of

Preschool    clinic:      Ecch  summ^-r  the  Health  Depr.rtrent  engages   in  the 
conduct   of  exnninotions   of  oil   children  in  the   county  entering  school 
for  the    first  time.      In  these   clinics  the   child  is  weighed,   measured,   his 
vision  and  hearing  are  tested,    end  he   is   given  a   complete   physical   excni- 
nation.      Teeth,    throat,   heort,    lungs,   and  abdomen  are  wxemined.     A  hoo!£- 
worm  specimen  is   also   obtained.      If  any   remedial   defects   ore    iound   the 
parents   r re   notified  to  take  the   child  to  their   family  physician  for  treat- 
ment.     Follow-up  visits  are  made   to  deterrane  whether  or  not  corrections 
htve   been  made,     ^ny   immunization  that  has  not  been  given  before   is   done 
in  these   clinics. 

School  Health   Service:      The  Health  Department  endeavors   each  year   to 
examine   all    chlTdrcn  in  the    schools   in  the    first,   third,   and  fifth  grades. 
The   nurse    first  visits  the   school   and  makes  her   inspection  of  all   pupils 
in  each  grf dc .      -^t   this  visit   she  weighs  and  measures   them  and  tests   their 
vision  and  heiring.      Siie  also   Ucves   hcoL-wcrm  bottles    for  collection  up- 
on her  return  visit.      The  Health  Officer  and  the   nurse   then  visit  the 
school   and  make   a    physical   examination  upon  each  pupil,     i^ny  tests   thet 
are   necessary  are  made  and   defects  are   found.      The   parents  are   then 
notified  of  the   results   t  nd  rre    instructed  to  take   the   child  to  their 
fcmily  physician  for   treatment.      Follow-up  visits  are  made   in  the  homes. 

SAiaT^iTioN    ■ 

The  sanitrry  program  of  any  her  1th  department  is,  in  the  final 
ar^lvsis,  the  yrrdstick  by  which  we  measure  that  deportment«s  effective- 
ness'. The  senitrticn  progron  intends  to  provide  for  a  community  a  safe 
drinkinr  water,  t  clean,  pure  milk  supply,  and  an  adcquote  sr fe  disposrl 
of  human  excreta.   There  are  otiier  services  which  the  deptrtmcnt  of 
sanitation  concerns  itself  with.   These  are  the  sanitf ry  problems  ccnnect- 
edwith  food  handling  establistunents,  fly  md  mosquito  control,  and  numer- 
ous nuisances  incident  to  such  service  evcry^-vhere. 

In  October  of  193G  the  Health  Department  secured  from  the  city  of 
Marianna  a  building  in  which  to  store  mr^terials  such  as  lumber,  cement, 
nails,  tin,  and  other  articles  necessary  for  the  construction  of  sani- 
tary pit  privies.  V^PA  has  been  supplied  and  307  sanitary  privies  have 
been  built  installed  in  Jackson  County  since  July  193C.   Th3  average 
cost  of  these  units  has  been  |13.75.  This  figure  is  much  lower  than  the 
cost  in  most  other  counties.   It  includes  only  the  bare  cost  of  the 
mtiterials  used.   No  money  is  added  for  lobor. 

I 

47  septic  tanks  have  been  built  this  yetr.  Several  of  these  trnks 
were  constructed  at  various  schools  in  the  county.   The  average  saving 
to  the  School  Board  on  each  oi'  these  tanks  was  $100.00. 

Vlater  Supply:   The  city  of  Marianna  rets  its  water  from  two  deep 
drilled  wells.  The  v/£ttr  is  pure  and  uncontr.minated  os  it  comes  from 
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the   ground,    bv.t   it   is   chlorinated  to  provide  an  additional    safety  meaus- 
ure.     This  water  is   periodically    tested   for  purity  end  content.      There 
are   numerous  wells  and  private  vifater  supplies   in  Jackson  County,      ^hese 
are    inspected  end  v/fter   samples   ere    taken  upon  request  by  the    cwnc-r. 
Obviously   it   is  unnecessary  to  take   a  water  sample   from  tn  open  well    for 
this  well   cannot  fail  to  be   contaminated  at  some   time. 

Graceville,   Mr.lone   rnd  Cottondrle  have  water  systems  vrfiich  are 
periodicrlly  inspected  end  oxamined. 

Sewoj^e   Dispcsil:      The   cities   of  Marianna,    Grrcovillo    f  ud   Cottondrle 
this  yerr   passed  orcinrnces  making  it  f    violation  of  the   la\«  to   own   in- 
stnitrr^'  privies   in  the   city   limits.      Sanit' ry  pit  privies   or  septic   t-nks 
are   reouired  if  the   residence    is  more   than  200  feet   from  the    sewer   line. 
Within  that  distance   sewer  connection  is   required.      These  main  sewer 
lines   carry   sewerage    from  the   city   cf  Ivtrianna.     All   these   lines   empty 
directly   or   indirectly   into  the   Chipola    river, 

Grtceville   has   a  modern  sewerage   system  which  is   rr  pidly   iirproving. 
Cottcndale   no\i  has   a    sewerage    progrrm  under  way  which  will,   within  a 
short  time,    equal   cny   in  the   county. 

Milk  Supply:      Th^re   ere   six  dairies   in  Jackson  County  supplying 
milk  to  the   city  of  Marianne.      Those   dairies  are   inspected  at   least   once 
each  month  by   the    Scnitary   Officer.      Milk  samples   are  trken  from  the 
trucks   at  certain  intervals  and  are   subjected  to   chimic:  1   t nd  bacterio- 
logical examinotion, 

Early  this  year  the   city   cf  Ivfe'.rianna   passed  the   Standard  Milk  Ordin- 
ance,  making   it   illegal   to   sell  any  grt de    cf  milk  less   then  Grt de  A   in 
the   city  except   during  periods   of  degrading.      The    ordinc nee    specifies 
certain  articles   cf  equipment  and  certain  regulations  that  must  be  met 
for  the   production  of  Grade  A,    B,    C,    and  D  milk.      It   requires   the   test- 
ing  of  herds    for   Bang's   dis^f so  rnd  tuberculosis,    the   physical   examina- 
tion of  milk  handlers,   and  specifies   the  manner  in  which   the  milk  shall 
be   collected,    processed,   bottled,   rnd  distributed.      It  rlso  provides   for 
the   grr ding   of  milk  by   the   H  alth  Department,    and  requires   that  grrdes 
shall   be   av;rrded  everj'   six  m(  nths   f  nd  published. 

The  health  certificates   for  milk  handlers  are    issued  once   each  six 
months   by  the  Health  Officer.      The  examination  consists   of  examining  Uie 
skin,   mcuth,    throat,    lungs,    intestir^l   trtct,    (typhoid  fever)   and   for    ?' 
veneretl    dise?ses.      Throat   cultures   are  rude  and   feces   and  urine   cultures 
obtained. 

100?^  of  the  herds   supplying  milk  to  Marianne   have  been  tested  for 
tuberculosis  end  have   been  found  free   of  thot  disease.     100^  of  these 
herds  have  had   one  negative    Bt  ng's   test,    and  85^  have   had  two  clean   tests. 

One   dairy   supplies  milk  to  Sneads   and  one    supplies   Graceville, 
These   dairies  are  under  the   same   supf»rvision  and  control   as   these   supply- 
ing W  rianna  ,

Sliell    i^ish  Control:      The   Strte   Bcnrc   of  Heolth   furnishes    senitrry 
inspectors  whose   duty   it   is   to   regulerly   inspect  ell    shell    fish  bods   end 
ell' houses  hindling  shell    fish,     Approved  supplies   nre   stamped  with  r 
Stcte   Board   of  lieclth  stomp.      It   is  unsafe   to  use   shell   fish  purchased 
without   this   stemp   en  the   cen.

Immunization  Work:  Complete  typhoid  inoculation?  were  given 
to  3,  174  persons.  Durinf;  the  year  only  one  case  of  Vpiioid  wa'-  re- 
ported in  the   county  and  it  has  been  more  than  four  years  since  we^ 
have  had  a  der.th  from  this  diser-.se.  As  for  diphtheria  the  record  is 
almost  as  good,  no  deaths  in  about  four  y^ars,  not  counting  two  deaths 
in  patients  brought  here  from  Wakulla  County,  and  only  two  cases  dur- 
ing the  year.   1,181  children  were  immunized  against  diphtheria  and 
912  Schick  tests  were  made.  Our  record  for  smallpox  still  remains 
perfect,  not  a  single  case  in  the  county  during  the  six  years  the  Health 
Department  has  been  in  operation:  1,995  persons  were  vaccinatca  agr-inst 
this  disease  during  the  year,  * 

Q,uite  a  little  time  was  spent  in  the  interest  of  typhus  fever. 
Through  news  articles,  talks  to  civic  clubs  and   over  the  raxiio  the 
public  was  enlightened  as  to  the  cause,  nanner   of  spread  and  methods 
of  prevention  of  typhus.  Much  interest  was  developed  and  some  oon- 
structive  work  done  toward  rat  proofing  business  houses.  The  City  of 
Tall-^iiassee  is  considering  a  rat  proofing  ordinruice  which  probably 
will  be  passed  within  the  near  future. 

Maternity  Service:  Hanternity  clinics  which  are  conducted  by 
the  private  physicians  were  organized  in  June  and  are  held  in  the 
office  of  the  Health  Department  once  each  week  for  the  colored  and 
twice  a  month  for  the  white.  The  necessity  for  these  clinics  and  the 
opportunity  for  doing  good  cannot  be  fully  understood  unless  one  visits 
a' clinic.  '  During  the  six  months  299  pregnant  women  wore  registered 
and  498  visits  wore  made  to  the  clinics.  The  response  by  these  women 
clearly  shows  that  they  appreciate  this  service. 

Tuberculosis:  The  State  Board  of  Health  has  a  comprehensive 
tuberculosis  program;  and  the  local  department  has  been  -rorkingto 
carry  it  out  in  Leon  County.   814  tuberculin  tests  were  made  in  the 
schools  and  other  plrJis  were  made  for  the  X-ray  clinic  which  wiH  be 
held  early  in  the  year. 

Mouth  Hygiene:  An  Orr-1  Hygienist  was  added  to  our  personnel  in 
September  and  her  work  is  outstanding.   She  has  inspected  the  riouths 
of  1,146  children  and  cleaned  teeth  for  317  who  were  -unable  to  .-pay. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  dentists  to  care  for  all  idigent 
cases. 

The  Oral  Hygienist  is  a  teacher  and  herein  she  renders  the  most 
valuable  service.   She  has  made  talks  to  various  groups  of  mottn-s  all 
over  the  county,  to  Parent-Teach  Associations,  over  the  rad.io,  to 
each  class  room  and  to  the  individual  child,  on  the  importance  of 
mouth  hygiene,  thus  laying  the  foundation  for  an  appreciation  of  clean 
sound  teeth  and  a  healthy  mouth. 
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Sr.nitation:  RoiJizing  that  sanitation  affords  a  pernanent 
r.cans  of  controlling  trrphoid,  hook^vorT.,  and  other  aieoascs,  this 
•vork  is  always  given  prominence.  During  the  year  260  sanitary 
toilets  rnd  22  septic  tanks  v;cre  installed;  262  sewer  conuections 
v;cre  nade.  This  rearis  that  544  open  toilets  were  clininated.   There 
arc  only  36  houses  in  TcaioJiaGsee  outside  the  reach  of  the  scviar 
systor.;  and  ahout  75  .vithin  the  se\-'er  area  ';?ithout  sanitary  toilets 
and  it  is  hopeu.  that  they  crji  soon  "be  eliminated. 

School  Work:  All  children  in  the  white  schools,  were  excjnted 
as  usual.   Nutritional  classes  were  organized  anon^  the  unacrvccight 
children  who  '.'^ere  weighed  each  r/eek  and  instructed  in  health  h.-.'bits. 
The  colored  physicians  exnininod  the  children  in  most  of  the  negro 
schools. 

The  colored  nurres  v/eighed,  nieasurod,  tested  vision  and  hearing 
of  all  colored  school  children.   In  each  cchool  a  health  prograsn  is 
outlined  for  the  teachers. . 

May  Day  Health  programs  ivcre  carried  out  hy  all  of  the  white 
schools  and  1,212  Health  Certificates  were  awarded.  The  Lincoln 
High  School,  colored,  had  a  l-rgc  Ivfay  Dc^-  progr-r:,  2000  "being  present. 

The  County  Health  Council  continued  to  sponsor  the  furnishing  of 
milk  to  the  indi/:^ent  children  in  the  city  schools.  Funds  for  the 
milk  were  donated  by  the  various  civic,  church  and  other  organi  sations. 
The  fiinctions  6f   the  conriittec  have  toon  enlarged  and  in  the  future 
•Jill  take  <.ir   active  interest  in  securing  hot  lunches  in  the  schools, 
■working  out  a  prograi"  fcr  teaching  health  in  various  grades,  sponsoring 
health  educational  programs,  etc. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Kiwanic  Cluh  and  the  physicians  25 
ton'^il  operations  Vv-crc  performed  on  indigent  children.  At  a  colored 
tonsil  clinic  34  children  had  tonsils  removed.  Also  the  Lions  rjid 
Xivranis  Clubs  made  donations  to  have  several  children  fitted  mMi   glasses, 

General:   During  the  year  1,302  treatments  were  given  to  indigent 
syphilitic  patients  at  the  clinic  or  by  private  physicians.   538  Kr-hn 
tests  77erc  mnue. 

The  annual  Mother's  prr1y which  conr.-.erorates  Moth.:!r's  Day  and 
includes  maternal  care  was  attended  by  250  persons  from  all  sections  of 
the  county.  :\jn   interesting  progrrm  was  rendcreu.   It  is  through  this 
organization  that  layettes  are  provided  for  indigent  mothers. 

During  September  and  October,  the  County  Heme  Lenonstratism  A^.ent 
planned  a  health  progran  at  e:.ch  of  her  clubs  in  the  county.   Various 
phases  of  health  work  '?;ere  discussed  by  the  Director,  Nurse,  and  Oral 
Hygicnist.  These  meetings  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  to  noct 
people  all  over  the  county  and  explain  the  activities  of  the  Health 
Depart.;cnt.   The  midwife  class  met  each  month  for  instruction.   These 
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classes  are  -well  attt^nded  and  th^'  midwives  arc  to  "be  com.:iended  for 
keeping  thoir  ba,;,-s  -.Tell  equipped  and  clcoji. 

The  56  markets  in  the  city  shored  stoad;/  improvement  over  last 
year,  regular  inspections  were  made  to  them.   The  19  dairies  in  the 
county  were  also  inspected  re^^^-ularly,  and  nilk  samples  were  taken 
once  a  month, 

Tho  extensive  drainage  ditches  shov/cd  to  advantage  this  ye- r 
in  malaria  control  and  at  no  time  did  any  of  the  catch  stations  show 
any  anopheles. 

The  52  fish  pools  in  the  city  gave  considerable  anopheles  brood- 
ing trouble  and  had  to  be  watched  constantly  in  the  house  to  house 
work. 

During  the  oyster  season  close  chock  was  made  on  all  markets  to 
ascertain  if  they  "'cro  handling  oysters  from  an  area  which  had  been 
certified  <)y  the  State  Board  of  Health, 

Onu  of  the  consolidated  rural  schools  installcc  flush  toilets 
and  drinkinf."  fountains.

The  Health  Unit  began  its  Public  Health  work  in  July  1,  1936. 
The  per.ionnel  includes  a  health  officer,  a  part  time  nurse,  a  full  time 
nurse,  raid  a  ssjiitary  officer.   The  rjnount  appropriated  for  salaries 
was  $4,260*00  and  for  iiiiscellpjieous  expenses  $45,00  fof  six  months 
neriod. 

The  Director  of  the  Health  Department  is  also  Director  of  the 
Local  Coniiniinity  Clinic.   The  Clinic  runs  on  a  three  day  a  week 
schedule.   Three  local  doctors,  a  dentist,  and  druggist  render  their 
services,  and  are  paid  by  the  State  Board  of  Social  Welfafe.   The 
ranount  appropriated  is  $200,00  per  month,  this  money  is  used  to  pay 
the  doctors*  bills  and  for  supplying  the  necessary  drugs  and  equipment. 

The  Clinic  staff  includes  a  pr.rt  time  W.  P.  A.  Nurse,  W.  P.  A. 
Clerk,  and  six  N.  Y,  A,  assistants.

The  protection  of  the  general  public  from  the  spread  of  com- 
miinicahle^ disease  if?  an  important  function  of  the  health  department. 
In  order  to  carry  this  out,  it  is  necessary  to  have  al]  cases  reported 
promptly,  particulai'ly  those  diseases  nhich  are  highly  fatal  and,  by 
the  mode  of  spread,  become  contagious  to  not  only  those  in  close  con- 
tact but  to  the  mass  of  people. 

All  cases  reported  arc  investigatcxi  and  isolated  until  a  diagnosis 
has  been  made.  The  quarantine  period  arponds  upon  the  disease,  and 
the  general  rules  adopted  by  the  American  Public  Health  Association  are 
followed.  After  the  acute  illness  has  passed,  the  vexing  problem  of 
handling  carriers  arises.  The  average  la^inan  is  yet  unable  to  realize 
that  a  child  ^ho  has  recovered  from  diphtheria  may  still  be  a  men-acc  to 
his  playmates. 

All  cases  of  the  ainor  infectious  aiscascs,  e.g.,  measles,  muiups, 
chickenoox  ?Jid  respiratory  infections  nre  excluded  from  the  schools  by 
the  n\irscs,  and  home  visits  are  made  on  the  imusual  or  complicated 
cases.  These  cases  constitute  the  major  portion  of  the  communicable 
diseases. 

We  have  not  yet  the  means  with  which  to  prevent  all  illness,  nor 
to  enable  everyone  to  live  healthfully  until  the  natural  span  of  life 
is  reached,  but  if  the  prccent  icnowlc^gc  of  prevention  of  disease  v/as^ 
more  v;idely  followed,  then  tnc  mass  of  population  v;ould  be  more  benefited. 

Venereal  Disease:   Syphilis  and  gonorrhea  have  never  been  more 
prevalent,  nor  received  more  consideration  than  at  present.  National 
statistics  v/ill  paint  an  appalling  picture  to  anyone  interested.  Pl.ans 
are  novr  being  formulated  to  carry  on  a  constructive  program  in  the 
county  against  syphilis  particularly.   Get  this  disease  out  of  hiding, 
ejid  through  the  medium  of  radio,  newsp.-ipors,  lectures  to  the  schools, 
clubs,  etc.,  carry  on  an  inforr.ative  educational  program,  and  v/ith  some 
additional  financial  assista^icc,  provide  adequate  treatment  for  the 
indigent  cases  tirough  the  cooperation  ^Sxd   assistance  of  the  local 
physicians. 

At  present  our  records  do  not  give  r.  true  picture  of  the  inci- 
dence of  the  disease.   However,  the  mere  e:?:,ami nation  of  all  maternity 
cases  and  their  families  h-vc  provided  enough  active  cases  tc  overload 
our  present  clinical  facilities. 

Tuberculosis:   This  remains  m  outstanding  problem  in  the  county. 
Through  the  cooperation  and  financial  assistiuice  of  the  Tuberculosis 
and  Health  Association,  it  has  been  m;^e  possible  to  establish  a  tuber- 
culosis clinic  service  vhere  all  indigent  cases,  suspected  cases  njid 
contacts  can  be  seen,  a  physical  ex-^iiint^tion  made  and  a  tuberculin  test 
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given,  ".nd  an  X-ray  Lirde  when  indicated.   Case  v;orl:  is  done  by  the 
nurses  in  the  hc-:cs;  of  all  knovn  r.ctive  indigent  oases  and  those 
admitted  to  the  tirterculosis  ^ard  at  the  County  Eo:,ic.   There  are 
t-  enty-f ive  beds  available  at  this  institution,  and  plans  have  been 
urAe   to  hospitalize  betv-een  fifteen  and  thirty  cases  at  the  State 
SrnatoriUiii. 

Being  aware  of  the  fact  that  tuberculosis  is  one  cf  our  greatest 
m-oblems,  :ind  th;it  this  is  a  childhood  as  vrell  ar.  an  --^Ault  one,  a  ^ 
systematic  r.ethoa  v/ar  starter,  having  th-:  students  fro;.;  the  seventh 
,-raaGs  in  the  rchool-i  tuberculin  tested.  Tuberculosis  usually  nrkee 
its  greatest  inrords  during;  the' teen  age.  Tuberculosis  positive 
reactor^',  '-'cre  X-rayed  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Logir,  State  Board  cf  Health,  and 
the  results  of  the  X-rays  \7ill  be  sent  to  the  patients'  f'-jr.ily 
physicians. 

At  present  a  survey  in  being  m-de  of  the  entire  county  in  order 
to  detern^ine  the  rjnount  of  tuberculosis  prevalent.   This  is  being  made 
vrith  the  cooperation  of  the  local  physicirj-is  by  Miss  C]  io  McLaughlin, 
State  Board  of  Health,  assisted  by  our  nurses.

llursing  Service:  The  county  is  divided  into  nursing  districts 
rjid  the  nurse  in  each  district  carries  on  a  generalizes  public  health 
progra'%   This  progrriin  includes  maternity,  infant  and  preschool,  school, 
connunicable  dicease,  norbidity,  aault  healtn,  vital  statistics,  sani- 
tation and  group  instraction.   There  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
nursing  staff  rji^   we  h-'ve  not  had  the  present  nur.iber  forthc  entire  year. 

Clinics  have  been  ostablishea  in  Tarpon  Springs,  Clear';7ater  and 
St.  Petersburg.   The  clinic  in  St.  Petersburg  was  equipped  by  the  Junior 
League.   TTorjrji's  clubs  and  individuals  helped  with  the  equipnent  in 
Tarpon  Springs  and  Clean: ater  clinico.  Linens:  used  in  these  clinics 
were  furnished  by  the  '^.P.A.  sewing  roou  and  the  Junior  League. 

The  work  in  the  clinics  is  carried  on  by  local  physicians  and  the 
county  nurses. 

Maternity  Servicer  A  thorough  physical  examination  is  .^riven  to 
the  maternity  cf.sos  attending  the  clinics,  and  they  attend  the  clinics 
at  le-.st  once  each  month  during  the  first  seven  uonths  of  pregnancy,  and

If  uelivory  is  to  "be  Liadc  in  the  xxo'.ic,  the  nurpc  {rocs  into  the 
hone  and  gives  instruction  r.3  to  the  necessary  prcp.-.ration.  E.xh 
clinic  center  has  a  loan  closet  and,  Trhcn  necessary,  bed  linens,  gowns 
-nd  tovjels  arc  lent  for  tiic  period  of  ccnf inencnt.  This  department 
has  a  supp^  of  sterile  o-bstetrical  packc^os  on  hand  which  are  avrilahlc 
for  these  cases  upon  request  of  the  attending;  physician. 

Training  of  he  nidrrives  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Health  Eepart.^.ent.  Heotinfs  arc  held  once  erxh  ::.onth,  rhcn  instruction 
and  denonstrations  are  fiven.   They  toko   their  -/ork  very  seriously  and 
Liost  of  then  feel  that  they  '>7ere  "crlled  to  catch  babies."  They  have 
ovcrcono  practically  all  of  their  old  superstitions.  Each  nid'.7ifo  is 
expected  t-^  brine  her  orenatal  cases  to  the  maternity  clinics.  Mid^;7itcs 
arc  allowed  to  deliver  only  those  cases  n-hich  appear  to  be  able  to  have 
a  normal  delivery. 

When  it  is  not  considered  safe  for  a  maternity  cise  to  be  delivered 
in  the  hone,  the  services  of  the  welfare  departr.ents  f^re  enlisted  in 
sccurin-3  hospitalization  for  the  case. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  any  coniuunity  to  sec  that  the  nothers 
in  the  coninunity  get  he  cr.re  that  makes  motherhood  safe.

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Infant  ana  Preschool:  Clinics  for  infants  and  preschool  children 
in  St.  Petersburg  (-v-e  limited  to  three  yerrs)  arc  held  under  the^ 
direction  of  the  County  Health  Department,  and  the  ;7ork  in  the  cli-^ics 
is  carried  en  by  local  physicipjis  and  the  county  nurses. 

The  County  Health  Department  absorbed  the  Infant  Clinic  previously 
carried  on  most  succcesfully  for  several  years  by  the  St.  Petcrr-Varg 
Junior  Loc^ij-ue. 

Eo.ic  visits  rre  made  to  all  infants  and  preschool  children  attend- 
ing the  clinicc,  the  nur.-.ber  of  calls  m:.de  dependin.-  upon  their  attend^jice 
at  clinics  ;ind  their  health  progress. 

Fother?.  ^'ho  have  attended  o\ir  Maternity  Clinicr  are  requested  to 
brint;  their  cnildrcn  to  the  clinics.  Loco2  physici.->Jis  rjid  the  vxlfarc 
departments  alr-o  refer  children  to  the  clinic.  Many  caseu  are  found  oy 
the  nurses  durinr  their  v;ork  in  the  field. 

Besides  the  physical  exoijinations  fiven  the  infants,  they  arc 
immunized  ,-^:-ainst  diphtheria  anJ  smallpox,  preferably  before  one  year 
of  a/ce,  and  typhoid  before  entering;  school. 

Some  milk  an.,  ced  liver  oil  is  furnir.hcd  to  needy  cases.

School  Service:  The  health  education  prograr.  in  the  schools  is 
carried  on  bv  the  teachers.  Tl^ey  also  v/ei.-h  and  measure  the  children 
and  test  their  vision.  The  terchcrs  hold  inspection  every  morning, 
and  a  child  with  any  si^n  of  illness  is  sent  home. 

Two  Red  Gross  Heme  Hygiene  classes  vorc  u-.ugh  in  the  Junior  Hi^-h 
schools.   Routine  school  nursing  was  carried  on  in  the  forty-three 
elen-^ntary  schools.  Each  school  vras  vi-.ited  weekly  en  a  regular  day. 
Calls  from  the  schools,  including'  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  schools, 
■arc  answered  in  addition  to  the  weekly  visits. 

Uedical  Examinations:  Local  physicians  examined  the  children  in 
the  elenentjirv  schools.  The  nurses  assisted  with  these  examinations 
and  sent  notices  hone  concerning  the  results  of  the  exprninations, 

Pollow-up  Yfork:  The  nurses  visit  the  homes  as  much  as  their  time 
permits  ^to  rncoura^;e  and  assist  parents  in  having  physicpj.  defects 
corrected.   Children  with  the  most  serious  defects  are  selectca  anu 
these  calls  are  made  first. 

Corrective  7ork:  The  local  physici.?^!?.  donate  their  services  for 
indigent  cases.  The  county  dental  clinic  takes  caro  of  the  indigent 
children.  The  Lions  Clubs  heave  furnished  iiany  indigent  children  with 
glasses.  Two  children  were  fitted,  each  with  a  glass  eye. 
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Thirty-four  of  the  fifty-three  schoolr  in  the  county  have  a 
c''.feteria  where  Tirxn   meals  are  served.  Arrancei.icnts  are  nade  with  the 
Parent  Teacher  Associations  and  the  teachers  to  feed  children  v/lio  do 
not  trkc  luncncs  to  school,  a^.u  they  also  supplement  lunches  thrit  .'.re 
insufficient. 

Intestinal  Parasites:   In  sections  of  the  county  ^'here  hoolrvonn  is 
prevalent,  hookrrorn  specinen  hcttles  wore  distrihutcd  to  ell   children 
in  the  schools,  and  in  sections  where  hcokv.-orr.i  is  not  prevalent,  sclectea 
children  v/ere  riven  specinon  containers.

Surricr  Round-up:  A  clinic  for  the  exrnination  of  children  vho 
expect  to  enter  school  for  the  first  tire  this  fall  ^ms  hold  for  t^venty 
schools  t.hc?.t  hoA   requested  it.  Hemhcrs  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Association 
assisted. 

The  children  rere  wcip^hed  and  nieasuroa  and  their  vision  \7as  tested 
by  the  nurses,  ^fter  rhich  they  v;cre  given  a  physical  examination  iDy 
the  county  hea].th  officer.  A  parent  was  present  during  the  examination, 
.?jid  when  a  defect  ras  found,  the  inportance  of  having  the  correction 
made  vras  explained  "by  the  doctor. 

Children  who  had  not  rlready  boon  in:.mnized  against  diphtheria, 
typhoid  and  snallpox,  ^7ere  civen  the  needed  inmunization  upon  request 
of  the  parents. 

The  importance  of  the  child  cnterinc  school  rith  all  remediable 
defects 'corrected  ^as  stressed.   In  cases  r/here  parents  were  financially 
unahle  to  secure  these  corrections,  the  nurses  made  arran/^enents  for 
as  D-^njc  as  possible. 

Dental  Service:   Since  the  Pinellas  County  Health  Department  was 
organized,  the  dental  clinic  has  been  under  its  direction.  The  clinic 
has  a  full  tine  dentist  and  a  dental  assistant.   The  dental  department 
operates  tr:o  clinics,  one  in  the  Vocational  School  Building.  St.  Peters- 
burg, the  other  in  the  Junior  Hi^h  School  Building;,  Clearv/ator. 

The  dental  clinic  is  si^onsored  by  th?  local  dentists  -  a  corjriittcc 
of  three  directing  the  norl:  of  the  departncnt  -  for  the  purpose  of 
serving  the  indigent  children  of  the  county.  Kov/evor,  the  clinic  serves 
all,  inasmuch  as  each  year  cental  inspections  are  made  in  the  schools 
by  the  clinician  v.dth  the  assistance  of  the  local  dentists.   Notices  are 
sent  out  to  the  parents  ;idvising  them  to  take  their  children  to  their 
fcxiily  dentist. 
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The  children  are  ^iveri  the  best  of  care:   fir?t  a  thorou^.,h  prophy- 
In-xis  is  given,  then  a  careful  examination  is  made  to  determine  the 
corrections  needed,  A  child  returns  to  the  clinic  as  m.any  times  as  it 
is  necessary  to  put  his  mouth  in  a  heaJ.thy  condition.  Tooth  brushes  arc 
furnished  to  those  who  have  none,  with  instructions  on  how  to  bKush  the 
teeth.  The  prjrents  ;=.re  instructed  in  mouth  hygiene  rjia  are  encourag-od 
to  help  the  child  along  this  line.   The  school  grade  of  each  child  who 
visits  the  clinic  is  procured,  for  it  has  been  found  that  the  school 
record  improves  in  every  way  after  the  child's  mouth  has  been  put  in  a 
healthy  condition. 

The  clinician  m.-.de  tolks  before  the  Prrsnt  Te  chcr  Ac-.sociation,  the 
midwives,  and  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  St.  Petersburg  Dental  Society, 
held  a  clinic  on  children's  dentistry  and  talked  about  the  clinic, 

Spjiitation  Acti^'-itics:  An   active  tanitation  program  has  been 
carried  on  by  the  County  Hoalth  Depart-.cnt  since  its  establishment  in 
July,  19G6,  in  cooperation  vdth  the  sanitation  departments  of  the 
various  municipalities. 

Froouent  inspection  of  the  water  plants  in  the  county  are  made  by 
the  6ounty  Health  Department  and  the  engineers  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Sewi\go  Disposal:   The  cities  of  St.  Petersburg,  Clear-vater, 
Dunedin,  Largo,  Tarpon  Springs  and  Safety  H-.rbor  have  sewcr?.ge  systems 
installed  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.   The  out- 
lying sections  of  these  cities  and  the  rural  conmunities  have  private 
systems:   the  better  hones  have  septic  tank  installation;  about  cne 
hundred  of  the  rural  hoi.ies  have  sanitary  pit  privies,  and  about  t'7enty- 
five  hundred  hones  still  maintain  various  ins-anitary  typos  of  disposal, 
usually  open-back  surface  or ivies.   This  is  one  of  our  major  sanitation 
prcblcms,  '.>nd  demonstrates  the  importance  or  our  Community  Siinitation 
Program  which  vjas  begun  in  th?  county  the  1st  of  December, 1936,  This 
work  is  being  done  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  County 
CoLjnissioners,  the  Works  Irogress  Aujninistration,  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  the  County  Health  Department.  Up  to  the  present  tine,  one 
hundred  of  these  sanitary  pit  toilets  have  been  placed  in  Pinellas 
County. 

Promo tionrj  activities  are  being  conducted  for  rdequate  control 
in  the  cities  by  the  passing  of  the  Standard  Milk  Ordinance.   Hilk 
control  in  Florida  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Milk  Control  Board, 
Department  of  ilgriculturc,  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board,  The  County  Health  Department  is  acting  in  an  revisory 
capacity  to  the  dairies  in  the  county.  Each  municipality  has  its  own 
milk  ordinance  and  we  arc  desirous  of  having  all  municipalities  riopt  the 
Standard  Milk  Ordinance,  which  would  assure  a  better,  mere  uniform  s:upply. 
Tarpon  Springs  has  adopted  the  Standard  Milk  Or.linance,  anu  its  supply  is 
under  the  supervision  of   the  Co\inty  He?J  th  Department.

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■^     Restaurants  and  Food  Hanuling  Esta-bllshiirnts:  Routine  inspections 
r,re  made  in  restaur-^-nts  and  all  food  handling  estaclishaents  in  an 
endeavor  to  have  then  naintaincd  in  a  healthful  condition  njid  meet  the 
srjiitary  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  County  Health 
Dep'^^rtnent, 

Swimming  Pools:  There  are  very  fevr  ouhlic  swinning  pools  in  the 
county  as  nost  of  the  puhlic  bathing  is  done  rt   the  heachcs.  All  the 
pools  are  the  fill  and  draw  type.  Those  pools  are  drained  ana  refilled 
tv/ice  each  week  with  chlorine  treatnent. 

Tourist  Ccunp  Control:  Routine  incpections  have  "been  made  of  all 
tourist  and  trailer  canps  in  the  county*  Up  to  the  present  tine,  forty- 
seven  c.-raps  have  hecn  issued  State  Board  of  Health  pernits  and  classed 
as  certified  caTips, 

Public  Health  Education:  Realizing  the  need  of  getting  general 
information  concerning  Public  Health  natters  to  the  public,  Y'e  have 
used  th^  newspapers,  distributed  par.iphlets  issued  oy  the  state  and 
national  organizations,  and  given  numerous  talks  to  the  civic  clubs, 
the  Federation  of  'TompJi's  Clubs,  schools,  and  various  parent- teacher 
groups,  endeavoring  to  mnkc  the  public  nore  health  conscious,  an.-  to 
create  better  understanding  regarding  those  things  which  mal^e  better 
living  conditions. 

An  effort  h:\s  been  noxie  to  acquaint  parents  \7ith  the  importance  of 
having  their  children  immunized,  and  the  reason  for  doing  immunizations 
during  the  infrjit  and  preschool  age. 

Many  talks  to  r7omen's  organizations  were  made,  duriiig  which  the 
necessity  for  prenatal  care  -las  stressed,  and  ^ihp.t   constitutes  a 
thorough  physical  expi.iination  for  an  expectant  mother  was  explained. 

The  National  Negro  Health  Week  progr'n  was  carried  on  as  it  has 
been  in  the  past  three  years,  and  there  sooned  to  be  more  interest 
rjnong  the  negroes  this  year.  Health  talks  were  given  and  progrrns  were 
hold  in  all  sections  of  the  county. 

National  Child  Health  TTeek  was  observed  throughout  the  coiinty:   the 
various  organizations  and  schools  planncc  their  o\-n  programs.  At  the 
annual  May  Day  luncheon,  which  is  open  to  all  interested  persons  in  the 
county,  talks  were  given  concerning  the  health  problems  of  the  county. 

Red  Cross  EoD.e   Hygiene  classes  wore  taught  in  two  Junior  High  schools 
and  to  one  Parent  Teacher  Association  group.  Plojis  are  being  made  to  in- 
crease the  classes  during  the  year.   The  local  chapter  of  the  .tmcrican 
Red  Cross  was  assisted  in  holding  an  adult  class  in  First  Aid. 

Ov<-r  five  thousand  pamphlets  concerning  the  tuberculin  testing  and 
tuberculosis  ■ere  distributed  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  prior 
to  the  tuberculin  testing  in  the  county.  The  local  schools  participated 
in  the  essay  contest  on  tuberculosis  sponsorec  by  the  County  Medical 
Auxiliary.

The  Taylor  County  Health  Department  was  organized  Harch  16, 
1936,  with  the  following  personnel:  Director,  Nurse,  Sanit;ary  Officer 
cjid  Clerk, 

This  report  includes  work  done  from  March  16,  1936  to  January  1, 
1937. 

During  the  yeox   nina  administrative  meetings  were  attended  with 
approximately  9ob  in  attendance.  These  meetings  included  the  Florida 
Public  Health  Association,  Nr.rscs'  Institutes,  short  courses  for 
Saiiitary  Officers,  cto. 

There  hwe  been  throe  caseb  of  Diphtheria  in  this  county.   One 
ueath  occurred  from  t iis  disease.  This  seemed  to  make  the  peorle 
rci'jUc   the  necessity  of  im^iunization  ?igainst  Diphtheria  ?jid  mcjiy  --crc 
given  toxoid  as  a  result. 

Among  other  comraunicable  dise-.ses  investigated  by  the  Health 
Officer  fre:  4  cases  Scarlet  fever,  18  cases  rni^mps,  4  caser  of  TjT^us 
fever  and  4  cases  Pelln^ra.   Yeast  is  furnished  indigent  Pell-nrra 
patients  "oy   the  State  Board  of  Health. 

There  has  been  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  'HyghuB   fever  reported 
by  the  local  physicians;  also  a  nmber  of  cases  of  M?J.aria. 

At  first  the  doctors  were  very  slew  in  reporting  comr.iuni cable 
diso-scp,  but  they  now  seem  to  realize  the  necessity  rjid  arc  not  only 
reporting  them,  but  arc  crdling  upon  the  Health  Officer  to  investigate 
the  aascs  with  them. 

Immunization  clinics  have  been  held  in  the  various  com-ninities  of 
the  coanty.  463  persons  have  been  vaccinated  for  Smallpox,  456  have 
been  immunized  ^K^ainst  Diphtheria,  744  have  been  given  Typhoid  vaccine 
^jid  175  have  been  Schick  tested.   Similar  clinics  are  being  pl^'Jined 
ojid.   organized  for  part  of  the  program  of  the  coming  year. 

A  venereal  disease  clinic  is  held  once  each  week.  12  cases  have 
been  admitted  to  the  medical  service  ai:d  given  treatment  which  is 
furnished  by  the  State  Bo?jd  of  Health  for  indigent  syphilitics. 

feh  piienatal  work  has  been  done,  both  white  ptA  colored,  Prc- 
natals  are  taking  advantages  of  the  service  the  Health  Department  is 
able  to  give  them. 

There  are  fourteen  midwives  under  the  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  Nurse  calls  a  meeting  each  month  to  check  the  ridwivos. 
She  inspects  br^s,  gives  instructions  and  checks  births  attended  by 
them. 
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All  school  children,  "both  white  .^id  colored,  ?j.rG  given  thorough 
physical  examinations.  When  defects  are  foiind,  the  school  nurse 
notifies  the  parents  and  refers  thom  to  their  fmnily  physicirji  for 
correction*  School  children  are  also  tested  for  hook^^orms.  Those 
having  a  positive  test  rre  given  treatment  which  ir^   furnished  by  the 
State  3o?\rd  of  Health. 

The  work  of  this  Health  Department  includes  the  care  of  the 
prison  and  Jail  inmates  and  the  county  indigents.  Therefore,  much 
time  has  "been  devoted  to  morbidity  service, 

A  tonsil  clinic  was  held  in  the  Health  Department  offices  for 
indigents  who  were  not  able  to  be  hospitalized.   The  Nurse  also 
assisted  with  two  tonsil  clinics  in  Foley,  There  was  a  total  of  34 
operations, 

A  CriDpled  Children's  Clinic  was  held  in  the  Legion  Home,  The 
Nurse  assisted  in  mpicing  preparations  for  this  clinic  and  mad?  home 
visits  to  all  cases  in  the  co\inty,  47  \Yore  examinee  and  21  treated 
by  Dr.  Fort  of  the  Crippled  Children's  Commission.  The  Nurse  has 
nrdc   several  hone  visits  in  preparation  for  the  clinic  next  yaar. 

The  main  work  of  the  Sanitary  Officer  has  been  the  installation 
of  sanitary  pit  privies  in  the  rural  areas  of  the  county  T:herc  sev/er 
connection  was  not  available.  Nino  septic  tanks  have  been  installed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Officer, 

A  W.  F,  A.  Sanitation  project  was  strjted  in  September.  114 
TTocd  sanitary  pit  privies  have  been  built  by  W.  P.  A.  labor  where 
material  --vas  furnished.  They  are  constructed  according  to  United 
States  Public  HerJ.th  Service  specifications. 

Oiling  and  uusting  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  in 
the  city  and  mills  outside  of  Perry.  1257  breeding  places  have  been 
controlled.  This  has  brought  Malaria  incidence  to  a  small  percentage. 

A  cle?Ji-up  campai^  ^'las  been  under  vray  and  many  containers 
acstroyed, 

2280  inspections  have  been  made.  These  inspections  include 
private  premises,  cpjnps,  swimr.ing  pools,  cchcolr,  water  supplies, 
bottling  plants,  public  buildings,  food  hrjidling  establishncnts, 
public  nuisances,  etc.   680  homes  have  been  screened. 

There  are  five  dairies  in  this  county.   Three  dairies  are  in 
good  sanitary  condition.  Tv;o  are  now  under  construction  and  repair 
and  will  meet  with  the  requirements  of  the  local  ordinance  rrhen  com- 
pleted.  Milk  samples  are  collcdted  regularly  and  subiuitted  to  the 
state  laboratory  for  examination.

Renewed  activity  after  long  periods  of  qui- 
escence, exceeding  24  weeks  in  duration,  occurs  in  people  who  appear 
to  be  especially  susceptible,  as  manifested  by  a  febrile  onset  while 
the  parasites  are  still  at  submicroscopical  densities,  .and  by  attacks 
that  usually  require  interruption  befcJrethey  have  lasted  30  days. 

Renewed  activity  in  fron  8  to  24  weeks  following  the  termination 
of  the  primary  attack  is  noted  chiefly  in  patients  who  are  inoculated 
in  the  spring  or  early  surmer,  and  the  recurrences  are  experienced  in 
the  frJ.ll  -Renewed,  activity  after  24  weeks  is  noted  chiefly  in 
patients  who  were  inoculated  in  the  fall  and  occurs  in  the  following 
spring.  Ep:.demiologically  they  appear  to  be  important  means  of 
cpTrying  the  species  over  periods  when  conditions  are  unfavorable  to 
tr.ansaii^'iion.  "       • 


Paper  47  is  too  detailed  for  abstracting. 

Paper  48.  The  likelihood  of  successful  vivax  inoculations  in-^ 
creases  directly  with  the  niimber  of  sporozoites  employed.  From  this 
it  would  appear  that  white  persons  present  a  high  threshold  of  natural 
resistance,  in  other  words  the  minimal  infecting  dose  of  vivax 
sporozoites  for  whites  would  appear  relatively  large.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  proportion  of  frdciparun  takes  in  negroes  varies  little 
regardless  of  whether  liirge  or  snail  quantities  of  sporozoites  are 
inoculated.  From  this  it  would  apT^ear  that  the  infecting  dose  of 
falciparum  soorozoites  is  nur:erically  small  and  lies  below  the  number 
of  sv-orozoites  usually  inoculated  by  a  single  mosquito  with  an  . 
average  infection.  Neither  hr.ve  any  patients  been  infected  by 
falci^-.arum  infected  mosquitoes  in  V7hich  the  sporozoites  were  more 
than  30  days  old. 

•  Mosquitoes  with- a  heavy  stomach' infection  of  vivax  are  actually*' 
more  infectious,  while  those  with  a  heavy  stomach  infection  of 
falcipamm  arc  less  infectious.  This  suggest  that  the  nutritional 
-orocesses  of  an  avera-:e  mosquito  are  adequate  to  mature  highly  in-  ■ 
fcctious  vivax  sporozoites  even  when  all  available  space  on  the 
stomach  wall  is  occupied  by  cysts.  On  the  other  hand,  a  mosquito 
similarly  infected  with  f.alci-oarum  apparently  will  not  mature  as  many 
infectious  soorozoites  as  will  a  lightly  infected  mosquito.   This 
would  sur.'^est  a  more  active  metabolism  fof  the  falciparum  parasite.  •- ' 

PaTjcr  49.  Infection  of  auadrimaculatus  can  occur  when  vivax  ■ 
gametocyte  densities  are  less  than  10  "pef  cubic  millimeter,  while  on 
the  other  hand  densities  of  falciparum  g.-j.ie'tocytes  of' less  than  100 
ocr  ca-.  generally  fail  to  infect  this  anopholine. 

It  docs  not  a-opoar  that  in  vivax  infectious  the 
lon^'th  of  the  intrinsic  incu^iation  period  is  influenced  "by:   (a) 
li.nth  of  intrinsic  incubation  in  the  source  of  in'-ection,  ("b)  T)criod 
of  tl.c  prir..ar7  attack  is  the  source  at  which  mosquitoes  are  infected, 
or  (c)  duration  of  the  extrinsic  incuhation  period.  On  the  other 
?jid,  it  does  appear  to  vary  inversely  with  the  dosage  of  sporozoites 
icasured  by  the  nu'ibcr  of  infected  r.os  qui  toes  applied.

One  of  the  2  lots  of 
Panamanian  clbinanus  becoj.ie  infected  with  vivax, but  none  of  3  with 
falciparum.  Of  seven  lots  ef  Cubfin  rdbinanus  applied  to  vivax  patients, 
only  one  (8.3^)  showed  oji   infected  srocincn.  The  per  cent  infected  in 
the  corresponding-  control  was  73.6^.  Of  seven  lots  of  Cuban  albin-^Jius 
aoplied  to  falciparum  patients,  twc  showed  infected  specimens  with 
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pcrcenta:_^es  infected  of  9.5  rnd.   14.3. 
had  63.6  rjid  90  per  cent  infected.

To  facilitate  further  study  of  the  question  wc  have  broii^ht 
back  blood  infected  with  vivax  and  falciioarun  from  Cuba  which  we  hope  to 
ei?.tablish  in  Florida.  With  these  exotic  strains  in  our  _.os3ession  we 
will  be  able  to  repeat  the  experiments  in  Florida  under  more  favorable 
circumstances  than  if  done  in  Cuba, 

The  results  so  far  secured  are  consistent,  and  if  con- 
firmed by  further  work,  must  be  credited  with  considerable  epidemiolo- 
gical significpjice.  Our  original  purpose  was  to  simultaneously  compare 
the  susceptibility  of  two  anopheline  species  from  different  f?.un<al 
regions,  each  known  to  be  an  important  fc^tor  in  the  propr^ation  of 
nal.aria  within  its  own  sphere  of  distribution.  The  circu^istance  tliat 
the  exotic  species  proves  to  be  relatively  insusceptible  to  Florida 
strains  of  vivax  and  falciparum,  v/hile  qurxir  inacul  atus  is  found  to  be 
less  susceptible  v/hen  tried  in  Cuba,  perhaps  indicates  that  strains  of 
prjrasites  have  a  particul>ar  .-^xtaptation  to  certain  local  species  of 
anophelines. 
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4)  Sinultaneous  inoculations  vdth  P.  vivax  and  P.  falcipanun: 

It  is  not  unusual  to  encounter,  '^rhen  n.iking  nalaria 
surveys,  individuals  wlio  IiarlDor  a  mixed  infection  with  two  or  more 
species  of  malaria  parasites.   The  circuiii stances  under  which  these 
nay  occur,  and  the  manifestations  thereof  arc  unknovm,   Sono  attention 
has  "been  given  these  questions  for  several  years,  tut  durin^'  the  present 
year  they  havo  received  more  intensive  consideration.  The  following 
possi"bilities  are  under  considerations,  viz 

a)  Inoculation  "by  mosquitoes  siaiataneously  harboring 
"both  species  of  parasites, 

^)     Simultaneous  inoc\ilation  "by  different  lots  of  mosqui- 
toes each  infected  7;ith  different  cjpecies  of  p.arasitc. 

c)  Suporinoculation  of  a  patient  alread.y  infected,  v/ith 
.mother  species  of  parasite  while  the  first  infection  is  either  in  the 
incutation  period,  clinically  active  or  inactive. 

The  work  has  not  pror^rcssod  to  a  point  where  much  dis- 
cussion is  justified.  At  present  wo  have  the  following  impressions: 

a)  We  do  not  know  whether  one  nocquito  can  simultaneously 
infect  r?ith  two  species  of  parasites, 

t)  Wc  have  not  o'^ served  a  clinical  attack  that  can  "be 
ascribed  to  tlie  parallel  activity  of  two  species  of  parasites.  Either 
one  dominates  the  picture,  and  ev.r.f;cstp,   that  the  species  are  antagonis- 
tic. 

c)  The  offocts  of  a  mixed  infection  are  severer  thyji 
that  of  a  pure  infection  ^  cither  specic^s,  producing-  a  conditicn^more 
nearly  rosori'blin(-;  the  effects  of  chronic  mrj.aria  infections  seen  in 
highly  endemic  ?.reas. 

If  further  Tork  confirms  these  impressions,  we  may  have  • 
the  cxpl.anation  for  tho  comp"j:ativo  teni.s'nity  of  the  usual  induced 
malaria  attack, 

5)  Detcminaticn  of  the  minimrj.  infecting  dose  "dth  trophozoites: 
Series  of  patients  are  leing  intravenously  inoculated  with  unit  voliLmes 
of  various  dilutions  of  parasitized  blood  containin/r  knovm  numbers  of 
•Darasitos.  At  present  7/c  have  nothing  to  report. 

6)  Search  for  sporozoitos  in  tissues:  Onr  experiment  involvin,'^ 
the  bioTJay  of  an  in-^oiinal  lymph  node  draining:  the  area  to  which  mos- 
quitoes'had  been  applied  h:-.s  been  ptrforr.icd.  Unfortunately  we  hr.ve 
been  obliged  to  reject  the  sections  owin^^  to  the  detection  of  contrjnina- 
tion. 
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7)  A  study  is  under  way  at  the  present  time  involving  the  in- 
fection of  reticulocytes  by  the  malaria  parasites.  While  fifaires  are 
incomplete  as  yet  there  is  some  indication  in  the  results  to  date  that 
parasites  show  a  preference  for  the  imruature  red  blood  cells.   This  is 
particularly  evident  later  in  the  disease  when  the  number  of  imr/iature 
cells  appearing  in  the  peripheral  circulation  is  greater;  in  fact  as 
the  course  of  the  infection  advances  parasitized  mature  erythrocytes 
become  progressively  rarer.  The  ratio  of  infected  reticulocytes  to  in- 
fected mature  cells  is  greater  than  would  be  accounted  for  by  the  in- 
creased proportion  of  reticulocytes.  There  has  also  been  noted  a 
greater  number  of  multiple  infections  in  immature  cells.  Observations 
so  far  made  suggest  in  adCition  a  relationship  between  the  reticul\im 
of  the  immature  cells  and  the  Schuffner's  granules  noted  in  the  host 
cell  containing  older  parasites.  Varying  stages  in  the  appear.'^.nce  of 
this  material  can  be  noted, 

C,  Malaria  Therapy: 

The  anopheline  propagation  of  the  McCoy  strain  of  vivax  has  gone 
on  rrithout  interruption.  During  the  year  it  has  been  transferred  from 
the  26th  to  the  31st  consecutive  anopheline  passage,  A  strain  received 
from  Dr.  R.  B.  Watson  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  has  also  been 
temporarily  conserved. 

The  Jones  strain  of  quartan  has  been  carried  through  two  blood 
passages  for  maintenance. 

During  the  year  most  of  the  falciparum  Inoculations  have  been 
carried  on  with  the  Long  strain,  which  has  been  propagated  through 
four  consecutive  anopheles  passages.  Some  limited  use  of  the  Perkins 
strain  has  been  made. 

Blood  infected  with  viv.ax  and  falciT)aru:.i  was  brought  back  from 
Cuba  in  mid-December,  from  which  we  hope  to  establish  these  exotic 
strains.

The  orotracted  periods  of  cold  during  the  winter  of  1935-35  subjected 
them* to  extremely  trying  temperatures,  which  necessitated  the  tem- 
oorary  closure  of  the  screened  panels  with  building  paper.  The  in- 
fusorial cultures  in  hoiled  wheat  extract  have  proven  to  be  a  desir- 
able improvement  over  the  hay  infusion,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
convenience  as  well  as  larval  growth.

The  director  was  absent  ffom  January  13  to  January  20  on  a  trip  to 
Knoxville.  Tennessee  and  New  York  City.  At  the  former  place  he  attended 


a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Malaria  Consultants  of  the  Tennessee  Valley 
Autnority  on  January  13  and  14,  and  at  New  York  City  spoke  on  induced 
malaria  at  a  meeting  of  the  New  York  Society  of  Tropical  Medicine  on 
January  17.  On  February  28  he  went  to  Gainesville,  Florida,  to  speak 
on  our  insectary  work  at  The  Florida  Entomological  Conference.   On 
March  21  the  director  gave  a  general  talk  on  malaria  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Florida  State  Dietetic  Association  held  in  Tallahassee,  A  trip 
was  made  to  Washington,  D.  C. ,  from  April  6  to  11,  for  a  conference 
with  Drs.  Ferrell  and  Bailey,  and  General  Siurob  of  the  Mexican  Health 
Department,  A  lengthy  trip  was  m-dc  to  Cuba,  the  director  being  absent 
from  May  1  to  12.  From  May  22  to  24  a  trip  was  made  to  Knoxville, 
Tennessee  to  confer  with  Dr.  E.  L.  Bishop  regarding  the  place  of 
screening  in  the  malaria  program  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority.  The 
director  left  on  an  extended  trip  to  Mexico  on  May  31,  from  which  he 
returned  on  July  7.   On  the  return,  stops  were  made  at  Austin,  Texas 
and  Jackson,  Mississippi,  for  conferences  with  persons  on  both  state 
staffs  interested  in  malaria.  A  trip  to  northern  Alabama  occupied  the 
time  from  August  19  to  22,  which  was  mcdo   to  inspect  malaria  control 
operations  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority  in  the  field,  imd  view 
areas  under  consideration  for  screening  studies.  On  the  return  the 
director  participated  in  a  conference  with  Dr.  J.  N.  Baker  at  Mont- 
gomery. From  November  15  to  26  he  was  absent  on  a  trip  to  Baltimore 
and  W.-.shington.  At  the  former  city  he  attended  the  sessions  of  the 
National  Malaria  Committee  and  Ar.ierican  Society  of  Tropical  Medicine, 
and  in  Washington  on  the  24th,  he  gave  a  lecture  on  mnlaria  at  the 
Army  Medical  School.  An  extended  trip  to  Cuba  was  made  between 
December  1  and  15,  v/hen  in  company  with  Dr.  H.  P.  Carr  the  control 
work  in  Marianao  was  observed,  and  the  territory  already  covered  by 
the  survey  party  in  the  province  of  Oriente  visited.  At  the  request 
of  Dr.  Wm,  Pickett,  health  officer  of  Esccjnbia  county,  a  visit  was 
paid  to  Pensacola  on  December  22  and  23,  to  advise  on  methods  for 
ascertaining  the  character  of  the  local  malaria  problem.

Use  of  the  Library  has  increased  steadily  during  the  year  of  1936. 
V/ith  the  addition  of  funds  from  the  Childrens'   Bureau  a  number  of 
books  relating  to  maternal  and  child  health  were  purchased.     Books  on 
other   subjects  were  bought  v/ith  funds- from  the  regular  Library  budget. 
The   periodical   subscription  list  was  enlarged  considerably.     The  Library 
now  receives  a  representative  number  of  periodicals  dealing  with  the 
several  branches  of  medicine  and  public  health.     The  collection  of  re- 
prints has  received  particular  attention  and  many  titles  have  been 
added. 

The  Florida  Medical  Association  has  given,   as  in  previous  years, 

all  of  the  periodicals  received  in  their  office  on  an  exchange  basis. 

This  enables  the  Library  to  have  a  largp  collection  of  medical  journ- 
als published  by  State  Medical  Societies. 

Library  service  was  necessarily  almost  discontinued  during  the 
last  two  months  of  1936,  due  to  the  building  of  the  new  addition  to 
the  State  Board  of  Health  Building.  With  the  completion  of  the  new 
wing,  the  Library  will  be  housed  in  much  ampler  quarters. 

1936  completes  the   fifth  year  of  the  Librai^r's  existence.     Al- 
though heiidicapped  by  lack  of  funds,   the  growth  cf  both  the  book 
collection  and  Library  service  has  consistently  increased.     The  phy- 
sicians of  the  State  have  been  generous  with  gifts  of  books,   reprint s^- 
and  periodicals.     The  Library  has  in  turn  attempted  to  be    of  help  in 
the  supplying  of  literature,   abstracts,    and  bibliographies  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  pi=rsonnel  and  to  the  physicians,  nurses,   and  public 
health  v/orkers  of  the  State.

PREAMBLE 

In  this  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  1936,  covering  a  resume  of  the 
activities  of  the  Vital  Statistics  Bureau,  an  innovation  froiu  the  usual  pro- 
cedure v;ill  be  observed.  This  report  will  contain  information  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  past  year  vd.th  statistical  comparisons  for  the  State 
of  a  five-year  period,  1931  to  1935,  inclusive.   It  is  a  physical  impossi- 
bility to  prepare  statistical  tabulations  for  1936  in  time  to  be  included  in 
the  State  Board  of  Health's  annual  report  for  that  year.  A  change  was 
approved  to  make  the  statistical  tabulations  available  for  health  officers, 
county  health  units  and  public  health  workers  in  a  separate  report  or  supple- 
ment. Following  this  procedure,  some  time  ago,  a  very  complete  publication 
of  the  1935  mortality;  birth,  stillbirth,  infant  mortality,  marriage,  divorce 
and  annulments  statistics,  was  released.  This  supplement  contains  a  volume 
of  information  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  if  ever,  gives  the  total 
deaths  with  a  separation  of  v/hite  and  colored  from  every  disease  listed  in 
the  International  Classification  for  each  county  in  the  State  of  Florida  and 
each  city  having  a  population  of  2,500  or  more. 

Extra  copies  of  this  supplement  will  be  mailed  out  upon  request  as  long  as 
the  supply  lasts.  To  preserve  the  publication,  thu  paper,  used  in  the  mimeo- 
graphing is  rag  content  and  v/ill  not  deteriorate  with  age.  The  publication 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  health  workers,  in  th£  State  Board  of 
Health  Library  and  in  public  libraries  in  the  State  of  Florida, 

ALLOCATION  OF  RECORDS 

An  explanation  of  the  procedure  for  allocation  of  records  v/as  published  in 
our  1934  annufJ.  report  and  will  be  found  on  page  125,  The  importance  of  this 
phase  of  the  work  in  registration  affairs  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly. 
There  is  no  national  registration  in  the  United  States  as  a  federal  function. 
Results  for  the  nation  as  a  whole  are,  therefore,  dependent  upon  the  various 
State  units.  It  was  only  after  yonrs  of  planning  and  study  that  a  system  wr.s 
worked  out  vjhereby  an  exchange  of  certificates  by  various  states  could  be  made 
available. 

In  the  United  States,  births  r.nd  deaths  have  been  registered  at  the  place  of 
birth  or  death  and  statistical  tabulations  compiled  ou   the  basis  of  the  place 
of  birth  or  death.  The  results  thus  recorded  do  not  give  a  true  picture.   In 
the  beginning,  exchanges  of  certificates  of  non-rosidents  v/ere  through  the 
State  Vital  Statistics  Bureaus,  A  later  development,  which  has  proved  much 
more  satisfactory,  vras  to  have  extra  copies  of  tr^mscripts  made  for  non-resi- 
dents and  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  VlTashington  and  the  copies 
forwarded  from  V/ashington  back  to  each  of  the  states  for  their  own  residents. 
This  service  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  in  handling  the  exchanges  from  one 
central  office  has  been  a  real  contribution. 


Florida  was  one  of  the  first  states  to  publish  tabulations  for  both  recorded 
and  resident.  These  separate  tabulations  began  for  deaths  in  1931  arjd  for 
births  in  1933,  Tabulations  for  most  foreign  countries  are  by  residence,  the 
exchanges  being  made  by  the  local  registrars.  For  example,  if  a  resident  of 
one  city  died  in  some  other  city,  in  place  of  the  local  registrar  at  the  place 
of  death  filing  the  certificate,  he  immediately  forwards  that  certificate  to 
the  city  where  the  deceased  claimed  his  residence.  The  tabulations,  therefore,

in  such,  foreign  countries  for  births,  daaths,  diseases,  etc.,  are  by  residence 
and  not  by  tae  place  of  death.  Since  the  system  in  the  United  States  is  en- 
tirely diifoi'ent,  tabulations  are  not  comparable  in  this  countiy  for  cities 
and  counties  with  such  foreign  countries.  Since  the  allocation  of  records  in 
tho  United  States  seems  to  be  getting  on  a  workable  basis,  it  is  assumed  that 
within  a  few  years,  a  radical  change  will  be  made  in  this  country  and  the  main 
statistical  tabulations  published  will  be  on  the  basis  of  residence  and  not  by 
the  place  of  doath. 

Another  refinement  that  must  eventually  cppoar  in  tabulations  is  tho  placo  of 
accident  and  the  source  or  origin  of  disoaso.  Thuse  deviations  from  the  old 
established  rules  which  have  been  in  effect  in  this  country  for  mnny  decades 
are  sure  to  come  and  v;ill  add  materially  to  the  value  of  the  records. 

KEi,'/  E^UIPMEiW    ^ 

Tho  eviuipmont   in  the  Vital  Statistics  Bureau  in  Florida  is  up  to  date  and 
modern.     It   includes  horizontal   counting  sorters,   electric  key  punches, 
Moni'oe   calculators,   punch  card  verifiers.  Mimeograph,  Varityper,   Address ograph, 
etc, 

Tho   installation  of  a  printing  punch  and  a  printing  tabulator  were  considered. 
After  careful  study,   howov^ir,    it  wr.s  decided  that  tho  volmae  turned  out   in 
Floridr  would   not   justify  the   additional  expense,     Sume  time  ago,   a  very  good 
article  v/as  released  from  the   Bureau  of  the  Census  recommending  vrrious  types 
of  equipment  for  various  populations.     The  population  in  this  State   is  not 
large  enough  to  justify  the   rental   cost   on  a  printing  tabulator.     Likewise, 
there   is  not  a  large  enough  volume   of  indexing  to  justify  a  printing  p^jinch. 
It  Wvas  gratifying  to  note  that  our  decision  on  these,  two   items  of  equipment 
chocked  vdth  the  recoirmendation  from  the  Bureau  of  the   Census   in  Washington. 

A  new  Varityper  which  was   installed  has  proven  to  be  a  most  valuable   addition 
to  tho  prcsont   oquipmjnt.     Thio  V-Jirityp^r  vjill  use  practically  any  size  type; 
will  run  nine   linos  tj  the    inch  and,    thur^fore,    reduces  tho    size   of  the   re- 
port   )n  statistics  to  a  lew  minimur:.     It  nlso  makes  possible  the  arranging  of 
statistical  tables  in  such  a  m.anner  as  to  bo  much  raoi-e  accessible  for  the 
research  vnrker,    in.  addition  to  a  material  saving  in  stencils,   paper,   postage, 
etc.     The  statistical  tables  fer   1935  were  prepared  on  this  new  Varityper, 
The  counties  c -in  bu     run  on  one  stencil  making  only  one  page   in  the   annual 
report  and   allows  space   for  twelve  cjluimis.     The  entire  International  List  of 
Causes  of  Death  v/as  run  on  tvjo  pages,   requiring  only  twj  stencils.     This  re- 
port,  thurei'orj,    f  ip  tho  first  time   in  many  years,    includes  the  deaths  from  all 
causes  for  each  Cjunty  and  c^ach  city  of  <;,500  population  and  more.     This  new 
report  giving  annu:d  tabulations  for  1955  will  bo  most  valuab.le   to  tho  personnel 
of  cJunty  health  units,    city  hoalth  officers,    libraries  and  research  w")rkcrs. 
It  will  also  reduce  the  heavy  load   in  the  Vital  Statistics  Bureau  office. 
Heretofore,    it  was  n.cessrry  to  prepare   special  tables  on  requests  that  streamed 
in  continually.     This  nev/  report  will  answer  the   questions  on  at   least   50j^  of 
the  requests  for  special  tabulations.     The   saving  in  salaries  and  office  time 
will,   therefore,    be   a  definite   contribution  which  was  made  possible  by  the  new 
piece  of  equipment  known  as  a  Varityper,  ; 
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ORIGINAJ.  RECORDS 

At  the  present   tinie,   there  are   1,271,413  records  filed,   bound  in  volumes  of 
five  hundred  each  and  carefully  indexed  for  ready  reference..     The  prelimi- 
nary index  is  by  use  of  3  x  5  cards  which  are  filed  in  alphabetical  order. 
On  this  card  is  shown  the  naioe  and  the  volume  and  page  number.     For  con- 
venience and  time   saving,   the   information  from  the  cards  is  transferred  to 
a  bound  index.     In  each  volume  of   index,   there  are  15,000  names  typed  m 
alphabetical  order.     This  permanent   index  is  a  safeguard  in  that   it   offsets 
the  possibility  of  a  card  being  misplaced  or  lost.     All  index  cnrds,   how- 
ever,  are  preserved  as  the  law  still  requires  a  continuous   card  index. 

In  the  above  total  of  records  filed,   there  are   included  643,020  births, 
404,992  deaths,    180,546  marriages  and  4-2,355  divorces.     The  system  of  regis- 
tration has  been  carefully  explained  in  previous  reports  and  will,   there- 
fore,  not  be   included  at  this  time, 

CERTIFIED  COPIES 

On  M^rch  1,    1956,   the  State  Board  of  Health,   by  official  action,   decided  to 
cease  wrivlng  the  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  issuing  certified  copies  and  from 
that  date   on,   a  charge  of  fifty   cents  has  beun  in  ..ffect  for  searching  for 
a  birth  or  death  record  for  the  first  hour  or  fraction  thereof  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  additional  hour   or  fraction  thereof.     Prior  to  March  1,    1936, 
the  State  Board  of  Health, by  authority  of  the    statute,   waived  the  fees  for 
searching  or  issuing  certified  copies. 

During  the  calendar  ye.ar  1936,   there  were  7,340  certified  copies   issued  as 
compared  with  a  toted  of  10,722  for  the  previous  year, 

NOTICES  TO  NEV/  MOTHERS 

A  total  of  27,651  notices  of  birth  re^astration  v/erc  mailed  to  mothers  in 
Florida  during  the  year  1936,     This  procedure   is  valuable  for  many  reasons, 
r^mong  which  is  i:if orraation  given  to  the  parents.     Or.  this  notice   is  shown 
the  volume   number  and  page  number  of  the   original  record  that  has  been  filed< 
It   is,   therefore,    nroof  to  tne   parents  that  the  birth  certificate  v/as  filed 
by  the   accoucheur.'    It   is  cJLso  a  stix-nulation  to  more  complete  registration. 
If  the  mother  fails  to  receive  a  notice,    she   then  realizes  that  the  birth 
certificate  for  her  baby  has  not  been  filed.     In  this  vray,    a  number   of  cer- 
tificates have  been  filed  later  viiich  would  undoubtedly  have  been  overlooked.

ANNUAL  REGISTRATION  -  HEALING  ARTS 

During  the   calendar  year  1936,    2,680  persons  holding  licenses  in  Florida 
were  registered  by  the   Bureau.     For  the  previous  year,   there  were   2,555 
registered.     Of  the  total  registered  last  year,    1,920  were  medical  doctors, 
359  doctors  of  osteopathy,    175  doctors  of  chiropractic,    126  doctors   of 
naturopathy  and  100  chiropodists.

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FIELD  WORK 

The  work  in  the   field  has  been  sliowing  splendid  results.     It   is  n^t  only  c 
splendid   siipp^rt  to  the   office  but  also  makes  possible  butter  selections   of 
local  rcgi:>trrj?s  and  the   securing   Df  many  originr.l  certificates  thf-t  would 
otherwiGe  be  omitted.     The  fieldworker  also  secured  a  number  of  hictory 
blrnks  from  local  registrars  that   could  not  be   secured  by  mail,     A  field- 
worker  should  have   experience,   know  the  Vital  Statistics  liiw  by  heart  end 
have  a  ready  answer  to  the  many  difficult   questions  that  are  bound  to  arise, 
Wc  have  been  very  fortunate   in  having  this  type  of  representation  in  the 
field. 

HI  THE  OFFICE 

By  use  of  the  new  Varityper,  a  new  form  of  monthly  current  release  has  been 
raiiide  possible.  An  ordinary  typewriter  required  eight  stencils  and  by  use  of 
the  Varityper,  only  two  stencils  are  necescary.  Ti^e  new  report  is  much  more 
condensed  and  much  easier  to  handle.  This  new  release  is  run  on  both  sides 
or  the  sheet  and  the  previous  release  required  eight  pages.  This  makes  a 
definite  saving  in  paper  stock,  postage  and  time  of  hrmdling.  The  new  re- 
lease also  conserves  the  filing  space  of  the  health  officer  as  well  as  tinu 
in  rcferrin-g  bac':  to  the  records. 

It  is  not  possible,  nox-  would  it  be  expedient,  to  make  an  effort  to  outline 
in  detail  the  v/ork  of  each  individual  in  the  office.  Every  employee  in  the 
office  has  v;orked  faithfully  each  working  day  and  the  officers  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  are  well  av/aru  of  their  faithful  service. 

To  give  a  general  idea  of  the  volume  of  work  in  a  Bureau  of  this  kind,  we 
night  m».ntion  a  few  it^ms.  There  ivere  14,130  letters  typed  and  including 
mimeographed  letters,  23,240  were  mailed;  21,097  copies  of  letters,  supple- 
mentals,  etc,  v/ere  filed;  18,156  envelopv:.s  and  packages  were  addressed,  not 
including  those  imprinted  by  Addressograph;  39,303  original  records  v/ero 
numbered  and  bound  in  volumes;  263, C23  index  cards  were  typed  and  filed  in 
alphabetical  order;  15,110  copies  of  supplementals  were  typed  from  records; 
21,334  records  were  coded  by  the  International  Classification;  32,056  letters, 
packages,  etc,  were  prepared  and  stamped  for  mailing;  14,471  other  publica- 
tions and  pm^hlets  were  mailed;  22,422  reports  from  locol  registrars  were 
recoivjd,  checked  and  classified;  450  notices  were  mailed  for  delinquent  re- 
ports; 4,351  acceptances,  comraissions,  posters,  vouchors,  etc,  were  typed 
and  checked  f.^r  nailing;  768  monthly  reports  from  county  Judges  were  received, 
checkecl  and  filed;  004  reports  from  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  were  received 
and  checkeu;  23,299  photostatic  copies  were  prepared  and  mailed  (included  in 
this  number  are  copies  for  allocr.tion  of  records  to  other  states,  copies  cf 
original  records  for  local  registrars  who  had  not  received  their  original, 
etc);  6,540  applications  and  certificates  were  typed  and  mailed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  annual  registration  of  those  practicing  the  herj.ing  arts; 
94,269  pieces  imprinted  on  Addressograph;  4,780  name  plates  for  Addressograph 
were  made  to  correct  mailing  list;  47,193  mimeographed  releases  were  prepartid 
.and  mailed;  162,894  punch  cards  were  perforated  and  verified  by  key  punch; 
5,874,602  punch  cards  were  sorted  for  tabulations. 

As  stated  in  the  beginning,  these  figures  do  not  cover  all  activities  in  the 
office  but  we  hope  ;vill  bo  sufficijnt  to  give  on  idea  of  the  kind  and  volume 
of  work  carried  on  in  this  Bureau. 
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IN  THE  OFFICE  (Continued) 

It  is  very  essential  that  the  personnel  of  county  health  units  have  available 
in  their  offices,  information  contained  on  the  original  birth  and  death  cer- 
tificates. Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Health  Officer,  after  he 
had  investigated  the  procedure  in  a  number  of  states,  a  form  of  transcript 
card  was  prepared  and  beginning  with  July  1,  1936,  transcripts  of  births  and 
deaths  on  card  form  v/ere  mailed  to  each  county  health  unit  each  month,  A 
total  of  2,953  such  transcript  cards  are  now  in  the  permanent  files  of  the 
county  health  units  for  1936, 

The  Health  Notes  was  edited  and  prepared  for  the  printer  in  the  usual  way 
v/hich  has  been  outlined  in  previous  reports.  Health  Notes  are  addressed  by 
use  of  our  Addressograph  and  taken  to  the  post  office  in  Jacksonville. 
About  60,000  copies  of  Health  Notes  were  mailed  dui-ing  the  year, 

POPULATION  ESTIMATES 

One  of  the-m.ost  annoying  problems  in  the  various  Vital  Statistics  Bureaus 
is  that  of  population  estiiriates.   In  Florida,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
State  Census  for  1935,  The  Geographer  in  Washington  advised  that  tho  Florida 
census  was  talcen  in  conformity  with  the  rules  for  federal  census  takers. 
This  seums  to  be  an  exception  here  in  Florida, 

Population  estimates  were,  therefore,  vxjrked  out  using  the  Federal  Census  of 
1930  and  the  State  Census  of  1935.  We,  therefore,  believe  that  Florida  has 
possibly  the  most  accurate  population  estimates  nov;  available  for  any  state. 
The  estimates  for  the  state,  cities  and  counties,  vdll  be  found  in  the  first 
table  of  the  1935  statistical  publication  which  was  released  some  time  ago. 

BIRlliS 

A  total  of  23,G49  live  births  were  registered  during  the  calendar  year  1935, 
This  represents  the  highest  registration  for  3  number  of  years.  The  peak 
voir  in  Florida -was  1926  v/hen  34,721  births  were  registered.  The  birth  rate 
for  1935  wus  17,4.  While  this  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  for  the  two  pre- 
vious yerrs,  it  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  birth  rates  of  a  decade  or  more 
ago.  There  is  a  general  decline  in  the  birth  rates  all  over  the  country. 
A  five-year  comparison  of  births  and  birth  rates,  by  color,  is  shown  below.

Births  and  birth  rates,  by  color,  for  recorded  and  resident  have  been  tabu- 
lated for  a  three-year  period,  1933  to  1935,  inclusive.  There  is  very  little 
difference  in  the  recorded  and  resident  rates.   It  will  be  noted,  however, 
that  there  were  slightly  more  resident  births  than  recorded  births.  This  is 
evidence  that  more  Florida  mothers  were  confined  outside  of  Florida  than 
mothers  from  outside  the  State  confined  in  Florida.  As  explained  in  previous 
r-r-ports,  the  resident  rate  is  based  on  the  residence  of  the  mother  of  the 
child.  The  following  table  shows  the  comparison,

DEATHS 

A  five-year  comparison  of  recorded  and  resident  deaths  is  now  available  v/hich 
indicates  that  Florida  was  among  the  first  states  to  classify  death  records 
in  this  manner.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  Florida 
for  1935  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  rate,  however,  remains  the 
same  at  12,8.  The  effect  of  the  large  number  of  winter  visitors  in  Florida 
is  noted  by  the  rates  of  12,8  recorded  and  11.8  resident.  The  fact  that  this 
same  picture  is  shovm  for  each  of  the  five  ytJtirs  for  which  the  classification 
is  tabulated  definitely  indicates  the  importance  of  the  classification  by  the 
recorded  and  resident.

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UIFANT  MdRl'AIITY 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1935  v/as  62  and  Is  next  to  the  lowest  ever  re- 
corded for  infant  mortality  in  Florida.  The  lowest  rate  was  in  1932  when  the 
rate  was  61,  Tnis  definite  lowering  of  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  indeed 
very  gratifying.  The  following  table  indicates  a  five-year  comparison.

AUTOMOBILE  ACCIDENTS 

There  Vi-as  a  total  of  597  deaths  from  automobile  accidents  in  1935  as  compared 
mth  608  in  1934.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  a  decrease  in  the  deaths  from 
automobile  accidents  as  it  is  safe  to  surmise  that  there  were  more  cars  oper- 
ated in  1935  than  in  1934.  The  resident  rate  from  this  cause  is  lower  than 
the  recorded  rate  and  again  emphasizes  the  importance  of  tabulations  showing 
a  comparison.  There  is  undoubtedly  an  increase  of  automobiles  operated  in 
Florida  during  the  vi inter  months  by  visitors  so  that  the  risk  is  greater. 
It  is,  therefore,  interesting  to  note  the  death  rate  for  residentc  separated 
from  the  total  which  includes  winter  visitors.

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REGISTRATION  AFFAIRS 

In  October,  your  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  attended  the 
Sixty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association  held 
in  Nev;  Orleans.  Having  read  a  paper  the  previous  year,  he  was  not  eligible 
for  a  paper  this  year.  The  Section  on  Vital  Statistics  had  a  number  of 
very  interesting  and  instructive  sessions  in  which  your  Director  took  part 
in  the  discussions.  He  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  of  State  Registration  Executives  as  the  second  past-president. 

The  Advisor^'  Comraittee  for  the  Division  of  Vital  Statistics  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  the  Census  met  in  V/ashin^jton  March  10,  1936.  Your 
Director  represented  the  forty-eight  state  registrars  at  this  group  meet- 
ing. An  explanation  and  history  of  this  Advisorj*-  Committee  will  be  found 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  1935  on  page  V-89. 


CONCLUSION 

As  forecasted  in  the  conclusion  of  last  yearns  report  for  the  Central 
Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  the  use  of  a  Varitypor  was  the  means  of  con- 
densing the  material  for  the  1935  statistical  tabulations;  more  informa- 
tion with  fewer  pages  as  a  result.  The  precedent  set  this  year  of  publish- 
ing a  volume  on  statistical  tables  during  the  interim  between  State  Board 
of  Health  annual  reports  will  undoubtedly  bo  a  re.?JL  service  to  public  health 
workers  and  those  interested  in  reser.rch. 

While  it  wcs  not  practical  to  work  rates  on  all  diseases  and  smellier  units, 
the  fact  that  the'  estimated  population  is  included  in  the  first  table  makes 
it  possible  for  anyone  to  work  their  own  rates  for  special  studies.  Totals 
are  given  by  coloi ,  by  cities  and  counties,  etc.,  so  the  population  esti- 
mates in  the  first  of  the  volume  are  the  necessary  basis  for  any  additional 
rates  that  may  be  necessary  to  special  orgcnizations  or  individuals.
